This ART 
was by our Lord God the Supream Crea¬ 
tor , ingraven as it were in a book in the 
body ot Metals, from the beginning of 
the Creation, that we might diligently 
learn from them. Therefore when any

man defireth throughly and perfe#Iy Co 
learn this Art from its true foundation ,' it 
nvill be neceflary that he learhthefcme 
from the Matter thereof, to wit, from 
God , who hath created all things, and 
onely knoweth what Nature and Proprie¬ 
ty he himfelf hath placed in every Crea¬ 
ture* Wherefore he is able to teach e- 
very one certainly and perfectly : and 
from him we may learn abfolutely, as he 
hath fpoken, faying, of meyeJhaB learn 
all things : for there is nothing found in 
Heaven nor in Earth fo fecrcc, whofe pro¬ 
perties he perceiveth not, and tnoft ejtaifr- 
ly knoweth and feeth, who hath created 
all things. We will therefore take him to 
be our Matter, Operator, and Leader into 
this tnoft true Art. We will therefore imi¬ 
tate him alone,and through him learn and 
attain to the knowledge of that Nature, 
which he himfelf with his own finger hath 
engraven and inscribed in the bodies of 
thefe Mecals.

Of this impreffton Mtrcur'm TrifmtglHm 
was an Imitator, who is not undefetvedly 
called the Father of all Wife-men, and of 
all thofe that followed this ART with 
love, and with earned delire 5 and that 
man demonftrateth and teacheth, that 
God alone is the onely author» caufe and 
Original of all creatures in this ART. 
But he doth not attribute the power and 
virtue of God, to the creatures orvifible 
things, as the faid heathen, and fuch-like 
did. Now feeing all A R T ought to be 
learned from the Trinity^thatis,from God 
the Father, from God the Son of Go d, 
our Saviour Jefus Chrift, and f rom God 
the holy Ghoft, three diftinft perfons, but 
one God: We will therefore divide this 
our Alchymiftical worke into three parts, 
or Treatifes:in the firft whereof, we will 
lay down what the ART containeth in it

chap. I, 

Of fmple Fire, 

N the firft place,we Rial 1 en¬ 
deavour and undertake 
to declare, what this Art 
comprehended, and what 
is the fubjeft thereof; and 
whac are its proprieties. 
The prime and chief 
fiibjeft co this Art belong¬ 
ing, is fire; which always 
liveth in one and the fame propriety and o-

ft Paracelfus of the 

peration; neither can it receive life from any 
thing elfe. Wherefore it hath' a cohdiiion_and 
power , as all fires that lie hid in fecret things, 
haye,of vivification,no otherwife then the' Sun is 
appointed ofGod,which heatetli all the things of 
the world,both fecret,apparent & manifeftjas the 
Spheres of Mars y Saturnf^Jupiter 7 Mercury * 
and which can give no other light but what 

they borrow from the Sun, for they are dead of 
themfelves/N£verthelefs,whep they are kindled, 
as above is fpoken, they worke and,operate ac¬ 
cording tp djeir, properties. But the Sunhitnfelf 
feceiveth his light from no other but'from God 
himfelfj who TUleth him by himfeif, fo that he 
burneth and Ihinech in him. It is no otherwife 
in this arc. The fire in the furnace is compared 
to the Sun, which heateth the furnace and the 
veffels,as the Son in the great world ; for even 
as nothing can be brought: forth in the world 
without the Sun, fo likewife in this Arc nothing 
can be produced without this Simple fire; no 
operation can be made without it: ic is the 
greaceft fecret of this Arc; comprehending all 
things which are comprehended therein, neither 
can ic be: comprehended in any elfe; for it a- 
bidethby it felfi itlacketh nothing; but other 
things which want that, do injoy ic, and have 
life from it; wherefore we have in the firft place 
undertook® to declare if* 
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Chap. II. 


Of the multiplicity of fire , from which varieties of 
Metals do arife. 

have firft written of fimple firewhich liv- 
eth and fubfifteth of it felf: now we come 
to fpeake of a manifold fpiric or fire, which is the 
caufe of variety and diverfity of creatures, fo 
that there cannot one be found right like ano¬ 
ther,and the fame in every part; as it may be leen 
in Metals, of which there is none which hath 
another like it left ; the Sun produceth his gold; 
the lMooh produceth another Metal far diffe¬ 
rent,to wir,filver; lMats another, that is to fay. 
Iron ; Jupiter produceth another kind of Metal, 
to wit,Tin ; Venue another,which is Copper;and 
SaturM &nqthci kind, that is to lay, Lead : fothac 
they argali unlike, andleveral one from ano¬ 
ther : the fame appeareth to be as well amongft 
men as all other creatures, the caufe whereof is 
the multiplicity of fire. As by fome heat is 
produced a mean generation by the corruption 
thereof; the wafhing of the Sea another, Allies 
another, Sand another. Flame of fire another, 
and another of Coales, &c. This variety of 
creatures is not made of the firft fimple fire, but 
of the regiment of elements, which is various; 
not‘from the Sun, but from the courfe of the 
feven Planets, Andthis is the reafon that the 
B 4 world 
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world contained* nothing of fimilitude in its 
individuals.: for as the heat is altered and chang¬ 
ed every hour and minute;fo alfo all other things 
arevaryed:for the transmutation of the fire is 
made in the elements, in which bodies it is ini- 
printed by this fire. Where there is no great 
mixture of the element?, the Sun bringeth forth j 
where it is a little morethicke, the tJMoon ; 
where more grofs, Verna and thus according to 
the diverfity of mixtures,are produced divers 
Metals ; fo that no Metal appeareth in the fame 
mine like another. It is therefore to be known, 
that this variety of Metals is made of the mixture 
of the Elements, becaufe that their fpirits are al¬ 
fo foUnd divers and without fimilicude; which if 
they were brought forth from the fimplefire,they 
would be folike, that one could not be known 
from another: but the manifold variety of forms 
interceding, hath introduced the fame among 
the creatures. From this it may eafily be gather¬ 
ed, why fo many and fo various forms of Metals 
are found, and wherefore there is none like un¬ 
to another. 


Chap. III. 

Of the fpirit or tinBure of O. 

N OW wfjctmc totbt fpirits of the Planets 

or Metals. The Ipirk or tindure of the Sm 
eaker.fi its- beginning from a pure, fubtii, and per¬ 
fect t%ej f/hereby kcofisesh to pals^chat it far ex- 

cellcth 
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cellethall other fpirits and tinftures of Metals: 
for it remained* conftantly fixed in the fire , ouc 
of which ic flyeth not ; neither is it confumed 
thereby, much lefs burnt, but rather appeareth 
more cieere, faire and pure by it; alio no heat 
nor cold can hurt it, nor no other accident, as 
in the other fpirits or tinblures of Metals: and 
for this caufe , the body which it onceputteth 
on, it defendethfrom all accidents and difeafes, 
that it may be able to fuftain the fire without de¬ 
triment, This body hath not this power and 
virtue in it felf, but from ihefpirit of the Sun 
which is included therein : for we know that the 
Sun is the body of Mercury , and that this body 
cannot fuftain nor fufifer this fire, but flyeth from 
jt; when as it doth not fly from the fire when it 
is in the Sun, but remaineth conftanr and fixed 
therein. This affordeth unto us a moft certain 
Judgement, that Jt receiveth fuch a conflancy 
from his fpirit or tinft ure: wherefore if that fpiric 
can be in this (Jhlerctery, every one may judge 
that it may worke the lame in the bodies of 
men, when it is received of them ; as we 
have fufficiently fpoken in our CMatrtuChirur- 
of the tinilure of the that it will not 
onely reftore and preferve them that ufe it, from 
/■infirmities , but alio preferve them to found and 
long life. In like manner,the flrength & virtues of 
all other Metals are to be known from true ex¬ 
perience, not from the wifdom of men and of the 
world,which is fooliflinefs withGod& his truth; 
and all thofe who do build upon that wifdom, 
andrepofe their hope thereupon are milerably 
deceived. Chan. 
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, Chap. IV. 

Of the tinlhire and Spirit of the D» 

H Aviog now ipoken of the t injure of th tSutt> 
it remaineth that we come now to fpeak of 
the tin&ure of the t^ioon y and of the white tin- 
«fture, which is alfo created of a perfea i'pirit, 
but lefs perfeft thenthefpiritofthe Sun, Ne- 
verthelefs itesccelleththe.tin&ures of all other 
Metals following,both in purity 8c fubtiltyjwhich 
is very well known to all that treat of the Moon y 
and alio to Rufticks: for it l'ufifereth not tuft, nei- 
their is ic confumed by the fire ; as all other 
Metals, as Saturn y which fly from the fire ; but 
this doth not: from whence ic may be gathered, 
that this tinfture is far more excellent then the 
other following, for ic prderveth its body thac 
it affumeth conftantly in the fire, without any 
accident or detriment: and from hence it is fuf- 
ficiencly manifeft, if this in his own corruptible 
body by himfelf maTceth ^Mercury , what will ic 
be able to effect,being extracted from it felf into 
another body ? will not that alio fave and defend 
from infirmities and accidencs after the fame 
manner ? Yes furely, if ic make this OWercury in 
ics own body,it will do the fame in the bodies of 
men : neither doth ic onely preferve health, 
but cauleth long life,and cureth difeafes and in¬ 
firmities , even in thole who fubfift beyond 
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the ordinary courfe of nature : for the more 
high,fubtile and perfea the medicine is, fo much 
the better and more perfeilly it cureth ; where¬ 
fore they are Ignorant Phyfitians, who practice 
their Art onely upon vegetables , as herbs and 
fuch-like things, which are eafily corrupted: and 
bythefe* they endeaourto effect 8c bring to pals 
fuch workes as are firme and liable; but in vain* 
yvhenas they occupy the Aire.. But wherefore 
ftiould we lpeake much concerning thefe? They 
never learned any better things in their Univer- 
fities: therefore if they have been compelled lo 
to learn and ftudyfrom their beginning, they 
think it a great difgrace to them to do otherwife 
for the future: whereby it comes to pafs, that 
they Hill continue in their old Ignorance. 



Chap. V. 


Of the fpiritof 2 - 

tX/E have even now made mention of a white 
V V fpirit, or candid tinaure: now we come to 
fpeake of a Red lpirit, which is derived out of a 
< Grofs Elementary mixture of the fuperiours, to 
which alfo it is joyned,8c is of a more perfea lub- 
llance, then the fpirits and tinaures of the other 
fubfequcnt Metals, becaufe it endilreth the fire 
longer then the other, and is not fo loon melted 
or dilTolved as the other fairies which follow. 
Alio the ayre, and the humidity of the fire, are 
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not fonocenc unto it, as unto Mars . by reafon 
whereof,it doth the longer endure the fire. This 
power and property hath Vemt, that is his body, 
from the fpirit that is infufed into it. Now the 
lame effedf that it worketh in its own body, that 
isjin P'w«,the fame effeds it alfoproduecn in the 
bodies of men, fo far forth as nature hath granted 
unto it j for it preferveth wounds in fuch manner, 
fo that no accident can invade them, nor the Air 
or water hurt them; and. expelleth all fuch 
difeafes as are under the degree thereof. This 
fpirit alfo breaketh the bodies of Metals, fo that 
they will endure the hammer; and alfo in the 
bodies of men, when it is caken of them wich 
whom it agreeth not, it effeaech things not con¬ 
venient. Wherefore it is very necefTary, thatf the 
Phyfitian that defires to makeufe of thefe ipirirs, 
be very expert in the knowledge of Metals. 
Therefore it is far better to ufe the more perfe& 
fpirits, which may be taken without any fuch 
feare of danger: neverchelefs , feeing the fpirits 
of the Sun and LMoon are.dear, and precious, fo 
that every one is not able to accomplilh them,to 
perform cures with , therefore every one muft 
take according to his ability , what he is able 
to attain unto: alfo every one is not fo wealthy, 
that he can be able to prepare thefe medicines j 
therefore he is forced to take luch as he can have. 
Every one n*|y from hence eafily gather,that the 
Metal like medicines do far exceed vegetables 
and Animals in ftrength and power of curing and 
healing. And thus-qwch of the fpirit of Venus.

T Hac we may now come to fpeake of the Spi¬ 
rit of Mars , that is of a more Grofs at\d 
combuftible mixture of Elements,thenthefoiher 
fpirits going before; but the Spirit of Mmrs is en¬ 
dued with a greater hardnefs then the other Me¬ 
tals; forhat « doth not fo eafily melt and diffolve 
in the fire ,as the other following. But itfuffers 
much hurt both by the water and the Aire, fo 
that it is confumed by them,an4 is burnt with the 
fire, as experience makes appeare: Wherefore 
the Spirit thereof is more impsrfe& -then any of 
che fuperiourfptrksibut in hardnefs and drynefs 
it exceeded ill other Metals, both fuperiour and 
inferiour : for it doth not onely retain a perfeft 
fubftance,actd refift the hammer, as the and 
Moph, but alfo as thofe which are within it felf, 
as Jupiter. izudSaturni and the like. Whereas 
therefore it thus worketh in Mecals , it fheweth 
that it hath the fame in the bodies of men* 
thatisjjtproduceth relu£tancy;efpeciaUy where k 
is taken for a difeafe not convenient, it grtevouf- 
'lyaffli&eth the members with pain. Neverthe- 
lefs,whenic is taken and applyed for wounds, 
fuch as do not exceed its own degree,iccleanfeth 
and raundifieth them, See. Wherefore this fpirit 
is not much lefs in power and virtue then one of 
thefuperionrs, in thofe things for which it was 
by God and Nature ordained. Chap.

O F thefpiritof Jupiter ^ we are to know, that 
it is derivedOf a white and pale fubftance of 
fire; but it is of a frangible and brittle nature,not 
enduring the hammer,fo as Mart:\vheiefoieitis 
a brittle Metalan example thereof appears, if 
it be mixed with the c JMoon , it can hardly be 
wrought to its firft'ifcalleatian, without greac la* 
bour: the fame effeft it hath in all other Metalsj 
except in Saturn onely. And the fame operation 
which it hath in the bodies of metals, - it alio 
produceth the fame effe&s in humane bodies; buc 
burneth Sccorrodeth the members,hindringthem 
from their own perfeft operations, thereby difa- 
bling them form performing the work which na¬ 
ture requires,8c necefiitates them unto.Nevcrthe- 
lefs,this fpirit hath in it this virture, that it .tak- 
eth away the ulcers of cancers, fiitula’s and fitch 
like,efpecially fuch as exceed not. the degree of 
its nature which God and Nature have given 
tlnto it;

T He Spirit of LMercury, which is onely 
fubjedted to the other fuperiour Spirits, 
hath no certain determinate form or fob- 
flance in it felf: hereby it comes to pafs chat ic 
admitteth every other Metal: even as waxreceiv- 
eth the impreffion of all forms of Seales, fo this 
Elementary Spirit comccb to be compared to die 
other Spirits of Metals; for if it receive into it 
felf the Spiric of th t Sn» , this (hall fee made 
out of it felfjif th eMwtfke is made.out of it felf: 
the fame etfeft this Spirit worketh wich all the 
other Marais with whom iragreeth,and receiveth 
their properties into.it felf; for this caufe,accord- 
in» to its .body,it is appropriated to the other 
Spirits above written, even as the Male to the 
Female: for the Sun is the. body of Mercery, ex¬ 
cept onely that the Sun faftnech and fixeth the 
■MercHry;bvitthe common Mercury is inconftanc 
and volatile: ne.verchelefs it is fubjeft to all the 
Spirits aforelaid, and generated! again,not one¬ 
ly the mccallicke Spirits and tinctures afore 
fpoken of, but the Metal it felf, by which the 
aforenamed tin&ures do come into their opera¬ 
tion': But if the mean be not obferved,it will be 
inpoflible ever to bring thole kind of tin&ures 
to perfection: for if the fire be too high which 

fhould 
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fhould vivifie this tinaure, it doth extinguifh it, 
that it cannot operate; and the fame effedtis, if 
it be too weake: wherefore in this place it Is 
neceffary to be known what medium is to be cb- 
ferved in this Art, and what are the Arength and 
properties thereof; and alfo after what manner 
it is to be ordered,and how the tinftures are 
to be coloured, and to bring them to a perfect 
worke, that they may germinate and appcare. 
Thus briefly do we conclude and end our fitft 
Treatife.

In this fecond, we jball treat of the me¬ 
dium ofTinttttresfbat isjof the Philofophers Mer¬ 
cury ; whereby are made the TinClures and Lea¬ 
ven of Metals , in feven Chapters following. 


Chap.I. 

Of what the Tine! ares and Leavens are made, 

W Hofoever defireth to have the tincture 
of Metals, he ought to take the Phi¬ 
lofophers Mercury , & let him caft the 
fame into its ownend,that is,into quick Mercury , 
from whence it proceedeth;Sc hereby it wil come 
to pal's , that the Philofophers Mercury fliall be 
difTolved in the quick Mercury , and fliall receive 
its ftrength: fo that the Mercury of the Pbilofo- 
phers killeth the quick Mercury , & maketh it re¬ 
main fixed in the fire of the fame exigence with 
it ielf: for there is the like concordancy between 
thele Mercuries-, as is between Male and Female, 

man 
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mm and wife 5 for they are both derived of the 
grols fpirits ofpipcals, except thatthe body pf So/ 
remaineth firm ffc fixed in the fire: but the quicke 
iMfjtfiifry is npt fitted ; nevertheiefs they tnay be 
appropriated one to another,as gratae of corn pr 
ieyd are to the earth; which we will dergon- 
flratgfiy an example, after tfijs manner: If any 
one ipwe barley,.the fame: hf 5 fhall reape; if 
Wheat or Rye, or any other grain, the fame he 
fliall gather,&c .even lo it is in this art; if any pne 
fowe the Gold of Sol, the lame he reapeth; & of 
the Moony he fliall gather; and lb alfo of all other 
Metals. For this reafon we lay in this place, that 
the TinRures dojpring out of Mettals,that is, 
out of the Philofophers Mercury , and net from 
the quicke Mercury.', bur this produceth the Seed 
which firft conceiveth. 



Chap. 11. 


Of the Conjunction of Male and Female , of man and 
woman, 

JT is firft of all neceflary to be known,that the 
Mercury of the Philofophers, and the quicke 
Mercury , are barh to be conjoyned and firmly 
united and fixed together; how much there¬ 
of is to betaken: neither more nor lefs then 
equal, is to be taken, left it bindreth, on alto¬ 
gether deftroyeth the whole worke ; For the 
feed is fuffocated with fuperfluicy, that it cannot 
live lb long until it be joyned and fixed to the 
C 2 Phi- 
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Philosophers Mercury. But if there be too little, 
that it cannot be diffolved into a body, it is alfo 
deftroyed , that it cannot be able to bring forth 
any fruit s wherefore the Artificer ought certainly 
tolcnow how much of the one, ana the other 
ought to be taken, if he would bring this 
worke to its pcrfeft end; the Receipt thereof 
is this*. Take one part to two, or three to four, 
and thou canfi not erre, but (halt attain to thy 
defired end. 



Chap. III. 


Of the form of the Inflruments of Glafs. 

THe Materials being thus rightly and duly 
1 prepared and mixt together , then you mult 
have Glal's-veflels, of due proportion, and even 
fknefs and capacity; neither too great nor too 
little,buc fit:For if the veflelsbetoo big, the 
Female, that i?, the flegme, is dilperled and lolt; 
whereby it comes to pals that the feed cannot 
brino forth : where the veifels are too little, 
the growth is fuffocated that it cannot come to 
fruit, no otherwiiebutas if ieed fhouldpe fowne 
under trees or under thornes, fo that it cannot 
bud and fpringup, but perifoeth without any 
fruit; therefore no little error may happen by 
the veffels; which being once committed,cannot 
be any more mended in the lame worke: nei- 
ther can that worke be perfected or brought to 
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any good end. Wherefore, note what follows, 
to wit, that you take three ounces with the 
half, and four pounds; fo the proceeding is right, 
and you (hall preferve the matter that it be not 
dilperfed, nor the Phlegmenor the generation 
impedited, &c. 


Chap. IV. 

Of the properties of the fire. 

\^Hpn you have placed the matter in fit vet- 
” fels, you (hall carefully keep and maintain 

the natural heat, that the externall heat do not 
overcome or abound over the internal; for if the 
heac be too much, there can be no conjun&ion 
made, by realon that the matter is difperfed and 
burnt by the vehemency of the heat, fo that no 
good arifeth thereby.Wherefore the middle regi¬ 
on of the air is by nature ordained between hea¬ 
ven and earth;otherwife the Sun and Stars would 
burn up all the creatures upon the earth, fo that 
nothing could be produced or fpring forth- from 
it: therefore fo work, that you put fuch an 
Airy part or dirtancc between the matter and 
the file; after this manner let it be done,that the 
heat may not eafily do hurt any wayes, nor dif- 
perfe the matter, much - lefs burn It: but if the 
fire be too little,and not quick enough,the Spirit 
then refteth, the fire nothing operating uponics 
humidity; neither will it be exficcated nor fixed: 

C 3 for 
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for the Spirits of Metals are dead of themfelves, 
and do reft, fo that they cannot at all operate of 
themfelves, unlefs they are quiekned by the fire. 
It is no othervvife in the great Uhiverfe of the 
World, where feed being call into the earth, is 
dead, and cannot grow nor increafeof it felf, 
unlefs it be quiekned by the heat of the Sun; It 
is chiefly neceflary therefore in this worke, to 
ereft and build the fire right and proportion¬ 
ally , neither too great nor too little ; other- 
wife this worke will never be brought to a per¬ 
fect and defired end. 


Chap.V. 

Qf the Signet appearing in the union of Conjunction* 

jPHe fire being moderately kept & maintained, 
the matter by little and little will be moved 
to blacknels 5 afterwards,when thedrynefs be¬ 
gins to worke upon the humidity, there will 
likewiie arife in the Glafs, various flowers of 
divers colours, fuch as appeare like the taile of a 
Peacocke, and fuch as no man ever faw before, 
Alfofcmtiaiesthe Glafs appeareth as if it were 
alnioft drawn into Gold; which being perceived, 
it fheweth certainly that the feed of the Male 
doth rule and operate upon the feed of the Fe¬ 
male, and that the fame is fixed together; that 
is, this Mercury 1$ fixed and worketh upon the 
quick Mercury, and beginneth to be mixed with 
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it: afterwards,when the humidity begins to 
weare away by the drynels, thoie colours do dit- 
perfe, and the matter then beginneth at length 
to wax white,and fo proceedech until it come to 
the higheft degree of whitenels. But efpecially ic 
is to be noted,that the thing is not to be hauened, 
according to their opinions who fuppofefuch 
work to be like unto that which is difeetned in 
the production of corn, ana of mankind; to wit, 
the time of bringing forth the one, is in the Space 
of nine moneths; the other, ten or twelve 
moneths. For fo foon the Sun and Moon do 
caufe Maturity, and bringto thebirtn,as the in¬ 
fant from the belly of his Mother; fo the grain 
from the bowells of the earth. For it is to be 
known, that every thing that is quickly or hattiiy 
made or born, doth foon perifh: An example 
hereof,both men & herbs do afford.They which 
are iooneft produced or born, their life is fhort: 
it is not fo with the Sun and Moowjto r they caufe 
a far more perfe<A nature in men ; whereby it 
comes to pafs,that they produce long life to them, 
and preferve them from many accidents and dif- 
eafes. 


Chap. VI. 

Of the knowledge of the perfeCl TinBure 

JN the foregoing chapter,we have fet forth how 
the matter it felf worketh by degrees : but in 
C* this 
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this, we (hall declare, by what means it may be 
known when it is perfect. Thus do: take the 
white (tone of the JHoon, by which the white 
fpringeth , and feparate a little peece from it 
with a paire of Sciffars, and put it upon a plate of 
Copper,heating it glowing hot in the fire: if it 
fmoke, then the ftone is not perfea, therefore 
it muft remain longer in the decoftion, until the 
done come to its degree of perfe£Hon:but if it do 
not fmoke, then be affured it is perfeft: the fame 
is to be done with the Red ftone of the Sun, in 
the degrees of the operation thereof. 


Chap. VII. 

To Augment or Multifly the Tinttures< 

yy Hen you would Multiply orincreafe the 
Tin&iire you have found,mixt it together 
again with common Mercury , and worke it in all 
things as at firft, and double one part a hundred 
times more then it was coloured before; this do 
ofcen-times over again, until you have as much 
matter as you will: and by how much the longer 
ic remaineth in the fire, by fo much the higher 
and more fublime will the degrees thereof be; fo 
that one part thereof will change the infinity of 
the quick Mercury, into the beft and moft per- 
feft Luna and Sol. Now you have the whole 
progrefiion from the beginning to the end ; 
wherewith vye end this lecond Treadle, and be¬ 
gin the third. 

The end of the lecond Treadle. In 
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Inthefecond 7 reattfeyve have told how thcTinElures 
or Leavens ought to he made j in the third, we 
Jhall declare and amply fet forth wherewith the Tin- 
(lures of the Sun and Moon are made ; and after 
what manner Sol and the other Planets ornht to 
he made j to wit, with the Furnace and the

Chap. I. 

Of the building of the Furnace; and , of the 
Fire. 

M Ercurius Hermes Tt'tfmegijhu, faith,That 
he which would perfett this Art, mu fl, as 
it were , build a new World ; for after the 
fame manner as God created the Heaven and Earth , 
the Furnace with the Fire is to be bu ilt and governed. 
1 hat is to fay, after this manner: Firft, Letthere 
be a Fnmace built of the height of fix loans, ex¬ 
tended from the top of the fingers to the thumb; 
and in breadth one handful; in the infide, let it 
be round and plain,left the Coals cleave unto it; 
from whence let it a little decline to the horded 
thereof; and let there be holes left underneath 

four 
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four fingers broad, and let every hole of the 
Furnace be lupplied with a Copper Cauldron to 
contain the Water. Afterwards, take good and 
hard Coals, which you fhall break in Gobbets a- 
bout the bigncfs of a Walnut; with thefe fill the 
long Furnace j which then is to be flopped up, 
that they may not burn ouc. And afterwards, 
let fome Coals be kindled to the holes below: 
if the Fire be too great, lay a (lone before it; if 
too little, ftir the Coals with an Iron-inllrument, 
that they may be pierced with the Air , and the 
Heat may be increafed. This way you may keep 
your Fire, according to the true Exigency of Na¬ 
ture ; neither too exceflive, nor too fmall ; but 
molt fit and apt for the motion of the Matter: 
this is compared to the Firmament. There is 
alfo in this place another Firmament, to wit, the 
Matter contained in the Glals; after which fol- 
loweth the form of the World. Therefore the 
Furnace is to be placed as the Sun in the great 
World, which giveth Light, Life and Heat to the 
univerfal Furnace, and all Infiruments, and to all 
other things whatfoever concluded under it. 


Chap, 
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Chap. II. 

Of the Conjunction of the Male with the Female. 

H Aving now treated of the Furnace and the 
Fire wherein the Tin 61 ures are to be pre¬ 
pared, now we intend largely to write how the 
Man and Woman do agree , and how they are 
joyned together: that is to lay , after this man¬ 
ner : Take the Mercury of the Philoiophers, pre¬ 
pared and mundified in its higheft degree; this 
relolve with his Wife, to wit, with quick c Mer- 
cmji as the Woman receiveth the Man, and as 
the Man cleaveth to the Woman : and even as a 
Man loveth his Wife, and the Woman loveth her 
Husband, fo do the Philoiophers Mercury and 
the quick Mercury, profecute the greatell love, 
and are moved by Nature with a great affe&ion 
towards us: So therefore the one and the other 
Mercuries tot cocjoyned each to other, and one 
with another, even as the Man with the Woman, 
and Ihe with him, according to their bodies, that 
theteis no difference between themjand they are 
i congruent in their ftrength and proprieties, lave 
onely, that the Man is firm and fixed, but the 
Woman is volatile in the Fire. And for this 
Caufe , the Woman is united to the Man, fo 
that flie receiveth the Man, and hefixethand 
faffneth her firm and conftant in any balance; 
as it followeth, They are both to be fo clofe 

luted 
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luted and covered, that the Woman may not e- 
vaporate or breath out, otherwife the whole 
Work will come to nothing. 


Chap, III. 

Of the Copulation of the Male and Female, 

yyHen you have placed the Man and the 
Wife in the Matrimonial Bed j if you 
would that he may operate upon her, fo that 
fire may bring forth, it is neceflary, and muft be, 
that the Man have his operation upon the Wo¬ 
man, fo that the feed of the Woman may be co¬ 
agulated and joyned together into a Mafs, by the 
feed of the Man j otherwife it produceth no 
Fruit. 


Chap, I V. 

Of the Phtlofophical conjunction of the Man and Wo¬ 
man, 

A fterwards if you perceive the Woman 
to be of a black colour ? then certainly be 
allured that (he hath conceived, and is made 
pregnant : and when the feed of the Woman 
embraceth the feed of the Man, this is thefirft 
Signe and Key of this whole Art; therefore be 

care- 
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careful continually to preferve the natural Hear, 
and the blacknefs will appear, and be difperfed 
and confumed away by the natural Heat; as one 
Worm eateth and devoureth another, and conti- 
nueth confuming fo long, until there be no more 
blacknefs left. 


Chap. V. 

Of the black. Colour. • 

T He blacknefs manifeftly appearing, then 
know, that the Woman is pregnant ; but 
when the Peacocks Tail begins to appear,that is, 
when many various colours will appear in the 
Glafs,it Iheweth the working of the Philofophers 
Mercury upon the vulgar MercuryyaA ftretcheth 
out her Wings until Ihe hath overcome it.There- 
fore when thedrinefs operates upon the moillure, 
thefe Colours do appear. 


Chap. VI. 

Of the Buds {printing and appearing in the Glaf. 


en you perceive thefe various Colours, 
then be conftant in your work, continu-

ing the Fire, until the Colour of the Peacock’s 
Tail be fully confiimed, and until the Matter of 

the 
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the Moon appear white and candid as Snow, and 
that the Vcffel hath brought it to the very de¬ 
gree of its perfe&ion. Then at laft break a little 
piece thereof, and put it on a Copper-plate in 
the Fire; if it remain conftant and firm,and keep 
its TinSure, it is then brought to the mod per¬ 
fect fubftance of hum. This King hath ftrength 
and power, not oneiy to tranfmute and change 
all metals ; but alfo to cure all dileales and in¬ 
firmities. This King is laudable, and adorned 
with many vertues, and with fo great power, 
that he can tranfmute and change Venus, CM.irs, 
Jupiter, Saturn, and Mercury, into the mod con¬ 
tent Luna, to every touch-done; and alfo frees 
and delivers the bodies of men from infinite dit- 
eafesjas fromFevonrs,Feeble nek, Leprofie, the 
French difeafe, cr Morbus GaUictts , and from a 
great many ocher infirmities and difeafes. which 
no Herbs,Roots, or the like Medicines can pofli- 
bly Cure, or rake away. Whomever maketh dai¬ 
ly ufe of this Medicine, (hall attain to, and pre- 
ferve himfelf in a lound and perfect long life. 

Chap. VII. 

Of the red Colour . 

A Fter this King is indued with a perfect 
whitenels, the Fire is ccndantly to be con¬ 
tinued , until the whitenels begins to take a 
yellow Colour ; which Colour follows next af¬ 
ter the whitenels : for by how much the 
longer the Heat worketh upon the white and dry 

Mat- 
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Matter, the more Yellow and Saffron-like grow- 
eth the Colour, until it come to perfect rednefs, 
which by degrees the Fire worketh to the higheft 
degree of the red Colour; then is the fubftance 
of Gold prepared, and there is born an oriental 
King, fitting in his Throne, and ruling over all 
the Princes of the World. 


Chap. VIII. 

Of the augmentation or multiplication hereof. 

T He multiplication of this Matter is to be af- 
_ ter this manner, to wit, let it be refolved 
into its moifture, and then put the Fire to it, to 
the height as at firft , and it will work upon its 
moifture ofener then before, and change the fame 
into its own fubftance, turning the whole quan¬ 
tity of the matter into the fubftance it felfiwhere. 
fore the Treasures of the Earth are unfpeakable, 
the world cannot compare unto them ; witnel's 
jiugureUus. 

The Cor.clufon. 

This iiecret was kept by the moft ancient Fa¬ 
thers among!! their moft occult and hidden le- 
t crets ; who kept the fame, left it fhould come to 
the bands of wicked men, who might thereby be 
inabled the better, and more fully to accomplifh 
their wickednefs and evil ends.We therefore do 
require you whofoever fnall attain to this gift of 
God, that you will imitate the Fathers, and fe- 

cretly 
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crecly ul’e and preferve this divine Myftcry: for if 
you tread it under your feet, or call Pearls before 
J'wine ; you fhall receive a great judgement from 
God the great Judge and Revenger of all things. 

But unto thofe whom God by his fingular and 
facial Grace, hath given abllinency from all 
vices, this Art (hall be more fully revealed then 
to any other $ for with one fuch man fhall more 
wifdom be found, then among a thoufand fons of 
the world,by whom this Art fhall never be found 
out.

N thii enfuing boofce 
we do intend to treat 
of the greateft and 
mod occult fecretsof 
Philofdphy, and of alf 
thofe things which do 
appertain to Magicke s 
Nigromincy, Necro- 
mancy,Pyrotnancy. H yd romancy s and Gea 
omanty * Ciearely and fully demonftra- 

£> tihg 
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ting and Petting forth every thing that 
may be inveftigated,effected and brought 
to pafs thereby : this Philofophy in the 
practice thereof is much abufed ,.t>y Cc* 
remdnies and other abufcs % and hitherto 
the foundation thereof hath been built 
falfely upon the fand % whereby the 
whole Artifice and inftrutnents thereof are 
overthrowne with the leaft *windc, and 
iotnetimes the Artificers chemfelves,efpe- 
ciallythe Nigramanccrs„are taken away 
out of the very middeft thereof, with the 
windes,that is, with the Spirits, and are 
vanquished,overcome and carryed away. 
It is therefore necefTary that the foundati¬ 
on of thefe and of all other Arts be laid 
in the holy Scripturcs t uponthe do&rine 
and faith of Chrift } which is the moft 
firmeandfure foundation, and the chicfe 
corner ftone, whereupon the three prin¬ 
cipal points of this Philofophy are 
grounded* The firft is prayer, whereunto 
agrees this word of holy Scripture, Ask, 
feeke, andk»ocke, 8 tc. By which we are to 
feeke unto Gotland faithfully believe his 
promifes^and doing this with a pure heart 
and minde, it fhall be given unto us, and 
we fhall finde what we feeke after: and 

thofe 
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thofe things which before remained occult: 
and fecret, fhall be made open and ma- 
nifefted unto us. The fecond thing found¬ 
ed therein, is faith, which is able to re* 
move Mountains into the Sea: for unto 
the faithful ail things are poffible, as 
Chrift hath fpoken. The third poinc is 
founded in our imagination, which after¬ 
ward is kindled in our hearts, and then 
aptly agreeth and concordeth with the 
faith aforefaid. 

Therefore all Ceremonies, Conjurati¬ 
ons, Confecrations, and fuch like vanities 
are to be reje&ed and caft away, with all 
vain foundations, & the true corner-ftone 
isthe foundation that is onely to be im- 
braced in our hearts, that is, every thing 
which proceedeth and fpringeth from 
the holy Scriptures, the light of nature, 
and fountain of truth: we will write 
therefore in moft briete and plain words, 
the moft occult and fecret things, which 
neither Ctrnelius t^dgrippn nor Peter di 
iLAbano, much lefs Trittmius , never un¬ 
derwood or wrote of. Neither let ary 
one raife fcandall upon this my writing of 
Philofophy, but firft rather let him well 
perufe and ponder every word 5 and then 
D 2 it 
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it will appeare from whom I fpeake, and 
whether I have this knowledge from the 
Devil, or from the experience of the pure 
light of nature.

C H A P. I. 

Of (fonfeerdtions. 

Eeing God the greateft of all good 
did in the beginning of the Crea¬ 
tion of the World, plentifully and 
abundantly blefs and fan&ifie all 
things which are therein ; both 
Places,Instruments, and all Crea- 
‘ tures, that have their being upon the Earthj 
There is no need of other Bleffings and Conl'e- 
crations; for he is Holinefs himfelf: wherefore 
all things that he ordained and made, are alio 
conlecrated by and through him. Therefore no 
humane things do need any more or other Con- 
.> D 3 fecra- 
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iecrations; but may better, nay belt of all, be 
without them, efpecially luch as fetting Crcffes 
in the way, Crofles, Circles, Swords, Vellures, 
Candles or Lights, Waters, Oyls, Fire, Fumiga¬ 
tions, Characters, Writings, Books , Pentacles, 
Seals of So Ion; or: , Crowns, Scepters, Girdles, 
Rings, c fc. and many other things of the Iflte- 
kinde,which the Ceremonious Nigromancers do 
uie againlt the Pnantaiiick Spirits, as if they 
could not be compelled and bound by any other 
means; whereas Faith is the chief and principal 
Foundation againil them. 

As often as the Ceremonial Nigromancers fay, 
that this is conlecrated and blefTed,or that many 
Mdffes are celebrated thereupon. Wherefore 
s;hey all fay,that they are cf |>ower again!} the de¬ 
vil and the malignant Spirits, who are terrified 
with fear and dread theredf, and (lie there-from, 
&c. and dare not come neer it. 

O you very arch-Fools, and ignorant men of 
no worth I even unworthy of the name of men, 
who do give Faith and credit to fuch monftrous 
and palpable lyes,when you fee notwithflandihg 
examples thereof before your eyes ; when fo 
much lightning falls upon the Temples , that it 
burns and deftroyes the Altars; Which chiefly 
happens by the Tempefts railed with Inchant- 
ments; alfo,when the Devil and the malignant 
Spirits are feen to raign about thefe places, and 
are heard by the Magitians what they (peak. 
Therefore Negromancy with all its Ceremonies, 
isabfolute wickednefs, a Viper -tiled amongli 
Jugler?,a wicked work, which blindeth the eyes 

'of 
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of the fpeflators, deceiving them of their Money; 
but in truth is not to be elleemed worth a half¬ 
penny, lcarce a draw or rufli: wherefore are not 
to be induced or made ule of herein j as Judeus 
Solomon in his book hath written, which the Ni¬ 
gromancers call, The Key of Solomon. For God 
would not have them to be ufed *, but hath given 
another thing inftead thereof, to wit, Faith j 
which perfe&ly conleerateth all things. Never- 
thelefs, I would not have all Confecrations to 
be rejected, but onely thofe Ceremonies, which, 
are a (Turned to be ufed againlt the phantaftick 
and malignant Spirits. But I do not defire, that 
any thing fhould be derogated from thofe Ma¬ 
gical Ceremonies and Operations , which are 
made for Phyfical ul'es : neither, efpecially the 
Confecrations in Matrimony, and in the Sacra¬ 
ments of Baprifm,and the Lord’s Supper, which 
are to be kept and obferved by us in the higheft 
efteem and reverence alwayes, unto the laft day. 
Forat that time we are all perfe&ly conlecrated, 
and lan&ified, and clarified with a heavenly 
body. 


( 
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Chap. II. 

Of £orjartttions 0 

B Efore we come to treat of Conjurations, 
whence they proceed , and what is the 
foundation of them ; It is firft neceffary to de¬ 
clare, who invented them, whoufed them, and 
what hath been brought to pals by* them; and 
how more and more they came to be abuied. 
Know therefore, that they had their original 
Spring and fountain from Babylon j and there 
did mightily increafe and flourifh: afterwards it 
came into jEgypt, and from thence to the Ifraer 
lites ; and laliof all, to us Chriftians. Amongfl: 
the Nigromancers it is very familiar, and held in 
great efieeme, fo that in their rude and igno¬ 
rant under!.andings,they all attribute more ef¬ 
ficacy, power and verrue thereunto, then unto 
grayer and faith. This foundation, which is 
drawneon?lv from their opinions, is to be con¬ 
demned, fo that no man almoft ought to remain 
therein ; but they all Jurtly deferveto be punch¬ 
ed hi the Magi 1 )rate who perfift therein. Al¬ 
though Conjurations may be able to effe& feme 
things in themlelves, nevertheless they are not 
to be ufurped by any Magitian or wife man, be- 
caufe they are contrary even to God himfelf, 
and to his word and commandments, and alfo 
to the light of nature; For nothing of truth can 
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be forced or drawn from the Spirits thereby : 
although they are fometimes forced to appeare 
in their greateft and Magnificen:. pompe, and 
with terrible pride and haughtiuei's, neverthelefs 
they are not bound or overcome by this Conju¬ 
ration ; for that can Qneiy tie done by faith a- 
lone. 

I fay, thofekindeof Nigromancers who de* 
fire to perform and effedt all things by their 
Conjurations, fo as to compel, binde, afflidl and 
Torment the Spirits , forcing to do what they 
will have them, are molt like and fitly to be 
compared to thieves and Robbers, that lurk in 
woods and places to Rob and murder; who can 
kill and lleale fo long, and fo far forth as God 
(hall permit them, but no longer: But when the 
tirtie and hour comes, that their villanies and 
wickpdnefs (hall be made manifeft; then not one 
of themoft fubtil and craftyeftof them can ef- 
cape : wherpby it comes to pafs,that one for 
Robbery receives his death, another i; accufed, 
and at laid comes under the power of the hang¬ 
man, who renders him a reward according to 
the delert of his workes: No otherwife are we 
to judge of fuch thieves who breake houfes and 
fteal fo long,till at Iaff they perifh at the gallows. 
So likewife doth the Nigromancer call and invo- 
cate Spirits,conjure and afflidt them with punilh- 
ments and Marcyrdomes, fo long as he (ball be 
permitted by the Lord Godjbut not without the 
curfe of Godrand when the time and hour of his 
punifhment is come, then as the Proverbeis,he 
receivcth his fruits: he erred in his Conjurations, 
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not drawing his Circle as he ought, out of the 
will and power of the Spirits, which they often 
fay unto him: To wit, thou haft erred in Con¬ 
juring, or thou haft not rightly drawn the Circle, 
thou haft not Chaftiied and prepared thy ielf e- 
nough j or that thy Seale and Pentaeles are falfe: 
wherefore thou received: this punilhment .• fo thy 
debts are paid thee in ready money, a long time 
referved for thee - ; and which long fince thou 
oughteftto have had: fohe defervedly receiv- 
eth his reward from the Spirits, who leave l'ome 
notable eminent marke remaining upon him; 
or mayme him in fome limbe or member,if not 
quite breake his necke: and by this he becomes 
his own executioner. 

Therefore let thefe Ceremonious Nigroman- 
cers take heed and looke what they do; let them 
let this chapter as a looking-Glafs before them, 
left by their own frivolous and wicked ope¬ 
ration they themfelves become the fervants of 
the Spirits, and fuffer them to rule over them, 
and be their own executioners: Which being 
done, the Spirits will not fuffer themfelves any 
longer to be forced or compelled by thefe fer¬ 
vants ; neither will they do what they will, but 
now the fervants fhallbe forced to yeeld obedi¬ 
ence to the Spirits, who are become their Lords. 
The hang-man alfo doth the like, he hearkneth 
not to him that is to be icourged,neither will he 
fhew' any mercy or favor at the prayer of him 
that is condemned ; but he executeth the com¬ 
mand of his Mafter,and what appertains unto his 
office. 


Even 
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j Even fo alfo the Malignant Spirits are the 
I hang-men and executioners of God, who can 
J execute nothing without the commiffion of their 
f- Magiftrate, that is, of the divine Majefty. 

; I fay therefore that all Conjurations are againft 
God, and are contrary to his word, the divine 
law, and the light of nature; which are prohibi¬ 
ted to be ufed not onely to Spirits alone, but 
alfo fuch as are directed to herbs, ftones and 
fuch-like, and efpecially thole which are made 
■ againft men; it becometh not us to a<ft like the 
Heathens,who when they were hot able to ufe 
’ men after their own wills, and could not force 
and compel them , they did Conjure them ( as 

( by many examples it is found in the Scriptures ) 
fo that they were forced and compelled to ex¬ 
ecute and a£l fudi things as were conrrary to 
j their wills and nature. Woe therefore to luch 
’ wicked Knaves, and to all them whofoever mi- 
rate them: how great wickednefs do they com¬ 
mit ? And what grievous Plagues will come to 
them at the laft, and what fearful and horrible 
accufations (hall they heare the Devil make a- 
gainft them before the wrath of God? If after¬ 
wards it were lawful for them to fignifie to fuch 
) kinde of men, their mifery which they endure, 
< they who do fuch things,many thoufands of them 
; would be brought to repentance. 
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Chap. 11 1 

' Of Characters. 

W* are not to give credit alio, neither toCha- 
rafters nor Words; for the Poets and Ne- 
gromancers do alio much exercilethemfelvesin 
them, and do fill their Conjuring-Books full of 
them, which they raifeoutof their own imagi¬ 
nations, meerly andralhly, without any Founda¬ 
tion,and dofeign them againftallTruth; whepas 
many thoui'ands of them are not worth a nut-fliell. 
But in the mean time I will be filent in their Cha- 
rafters, which they draw in Paper & Parchment, 
which are ufelefsly blotted with' fuch trifles. It 
was a cullome among!! thole kinde of men, 
which among!! fome is hardly left to this day , 
That by impofing thefe Charafters upon thefe 
men,they drew them to admiration of themfelves 
with thele Charafters,and ipeakingfuch words as 
are wonderful to me, and which were never 
heard of; yet they fay, they are found out and 
deviled by themfelves. Wherefore it is chiefly 
neceflary to have perfeft knowledge, to dilcern 
thefe Letter-, Words and Charafters. 

There are many luch-kinde of words found 
among;!! them, which have no affinity at all with 
the Idioms of theLatine, Greek, cr Hebrew 
Tongues, neither with any other; which cannoc 
poilibly be interpreted by any man, nor rendred 

into 
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into any other Tongue. Therefore I fpeak not 
without caufe, and fay. That we are not to credit 
all Letters, Charafters or Words, but to keep to 
thofe onely which are true, and have been 
often proved, and taken out of the Foundation 
of Truth. 

That we may come to thefe, and declare what 
Words oi Charafters are juft and true; we (ball 
onely iri the fir!! place deteft and unfold 
two: although there may be found many other, 
yet neverthelefs, thele are moll efpecially and 
principally to be accounted and etteemed of, be¬ 
fore all other Charafters, Pentacles, and Seals: 
note the delineation of them, which is thus: 

Two Triangular Figures, cutt ; n g one another 
thorow with a crofs, are fo painted or engraven, 
that they do include and divide themfelves into 
feven fpaces within , and do make fix corners 
outwardly, wherein are written fix wonderful 
Letcers of the great Name of God; to wit, A - 

dom J> according to their true order. This is 

one of thofe Charafters whereof we have 
fpoken. 

. There is another which exceiieth the former 
in power and virtue, and this hath three Hooks 
cutting one another through by a crofs, and are

.l v y ould r have P ut down the Figures themfelves; 
but becanfeyou may happily finde them in many 

other 
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other places and Books, I have the rather omit¬ 
ted them. s 

By thefe two Charafters fome of the Israelites 
and Nigromancers of Judea , obtained many 
things } and they are now efteemed of great price 
amongft very many, and held as great fecrets: 
for they are of fo great virtue and power, that 
whatfoever is poffible to be done by Characters 
and Words, the fame may be effected by them 
or one of them. I would gladly know, where 
and in what place in all the Books of the Nigro¬ 
mancers may be found any other, wherein there 
is made the like againft the malignant Spirits, 
Devils, 9c Inchantments of the Magitians,by all 
the deceits and devices of theSorcerers.For they 
do deliver him that is already inchanted either 
in his minde or underftanding, fo that he is forced 
or compelled to act any thing againft his own 
natural will or nature; or if he fuffer any lofs or 
hurt in his body, by the adminiftration of thefe, 
made in their juft and due time and hour, and 
being taken in his mouth with a Wafer, Pan¬ 
cake,or fucb-like thing, in four and twenty hours 
hefhall be free from the Inchamment. 

There are all'o many other thing which are 
helpful in fuch cafes; aschofe which fball be by 
me laid down hereafter, when I come to fpeak of 
Tempefts, and the Seafons. 

Briefly, thefe Characters are of fo great force 
and power, that if the Nigromancers did but 
know and believe their power and and virtue, 
they would forthwith rejeft and caft away all 
other things, even all their other Charaflers, 

Words. 
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Words, Names, Signs, Figures, Pentacles, con- 
iecratcd Seals of Solomon , Crowns, Scepters 
Rings, Girdles, and fuch-iike Ceremonies whar- 
foever, and wherein hitherto they have repofed 
any hope, thinking by them to iecure themfelves 
from their dangerous experiments and operati¬ 
ons, when they would invoke, conjure, or think 
to compel and force the Spirits. Truely chofe 
which we have lpoken of, are the true Pentacles 
t0 u- l. h , a<1 a , nd ,V fed a § ainfta11 unclean Spirits, 

whtch they do all fear, even they which wander 
in the Elements. Neyerthelefs , Faith doth 
itrengthen and confirm all thefe things* 

But fome may carpingly objeeft, although unde- 
fervingly, and fay , That I break the third Com¬ 
mandment of pod, Of the firft Table ofM 0 . 
fes, wherein it is forbidden of the Lord God,for 
any one to take his name in vain. But who a- 
mongft any wife men, can be able to fay, That I 
have done this; or, that I have herein offended 
God ? whenasl ufenot this for that purpofe,nor 
after the fame manner, as the Nigromancers and 
Inchanters j but oncly for the ex cream needfity 
and help of men, and in thofe difeafes and infir¬ 
mities wherein no Medicines, no Antum potabile ., 
nor qumteflence of Gold, neither Antimony nor 
no fuch fecret can help them , although they are 
pt very great virtue and efficacy. 3 

It becometh a Phyfitian to know the ori«i- 
Qal caule of all difeafes, that he may know which 
proceeds from evil meat or drink, as from Ap- 
ples>Herbs, and other fruits pf the Eart h : and it 

is ex-

is expedient for him to know the fecrets of Herbs 1 
and Roots, &c. whereby the difeale may be 
cured. But if it happen under the caufe of Mi¬ 
nerals, fuch difeafes are to be expelled by the 
iecrecs of thole Metals ; which the fecrets of ^ 
Herbs and Roots do not admit of, and have not \ 
power to do. 

In like manner , if dileafes do proceed from j 
the influences of Heaven, neither of the fecrets 
aforeiaid, are able to profit any thing in the cure 
thereof, but it muft be expelled by Aftronomy 
and the heavenly influences, as it is written of H 

Parftcaria. . > 

Laftly, if any difeafeor grief happen or be in- , 
fli&ed upon any man in a fupernatural manner, 
by Inchancment or lome Magical Sorceries, none 
of thole three remedies aforefpoken of, will 
help them ; but there mull be a Magical remedy 
whereby it may be expelled, as we havebefore ^ 


delivered. , . 

Many men who have in this kinde been made 
miferable through inchantments,have alfo hither¬ 
to been forfaken and call off by the Ignorant 
Phyfitians j becaufe thefe things hitherto were 
hidden unco them: And if they chance to be 
told them of others, they willanlwer, that it 
they fhould ufe them, they fhould aft againft 
God, and take his name in vain ; _ and that this 
which I have done hath no truth in ic, But “ 

I fhould ul'e thele things to the hurt or prejudice 
of man, I fhould Blafpheme againlt God; or if ; 
I fhould Conjure any Spirits, man , herbe, roote 
or flone, &c. by his name, it might then juuly 
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be faid that I did take bis name in vain, and of¬ 
fend God; but not before, her the Divines them- 
felves alfo,and the Sophifters fpeake what they.lift 
to thele things,the thing which I fpeake will not x 

be found contrary to the truth, although herein 
their opinions may be very contrary unto me: 
they will call me Inchanter, Nigromancer, and 
a contemner of the Commandments of God, i 

which Calumnies and reproches I do not at all 
care for: for it will be moft certainly made ma- 
nifeft, that their exceptions againir willap- 
peare no otherwile then thole of the fcwsznd 
Pharifees who carped againft Chrift , becaufe he ■ 

healed the ficke on the Sabbath day : For they 
faid unto him, that Chrift had broke the Sabbath 
and the commandment of God : the like they 
did with David when he was forced and opprel- 
fed, and did eat the fhew-bread j But amongft 
thele fault-finders and flanderers , how or what 
fhall be done that will pleafe them all ? But the 
Ignorant will not ceaie to talke until the beafts 
or ftones can teach them, which we muft expeft 
will be a long time, and then they will hold 
their peace. 


Chap. IV. 

Of Spiritual vif/oHS) appearing in dreantesi 

T Here is a twofold kinde of vifions that do 
appeare in dreames, that is to fay, natural 
E and 
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andfupernatural; but various kindesof appari¬ 
tions and vifions there are,which do appeare in 
fleepe and dreames, of which in this place it is 
unneceffiry to make ar.y mention, becaufe they 
do molt usually happen, eitner by realon of for- 
rowfulnefs ,or ; bme trouble and perturbation of 
the miade, uncleannefs of the blood, Cogitati- 
. ons that is,operations of themindeand under¬ 
loading, and occupations thereof about multi¬ 
plicity of bufinefs and dealings that men are im- 
ployed and converl’ant in; as gameders, of the 
dice and chards, of great gain oriofs; Souldiers 
do dreame of warlike affaires, as of their gunnes, 
pieces of Ordnance, Powder, Armes, and all 
manner of weapons and inflruments of war; of 
victory or overthrdWes : the Sons of Bacchus, 
and great d rinkers,of good wine and great cups, 
which they fee me to fwaliow ; and of fiich other 
things filling the belly : Pyrates dream of 
their fpoyles and preyes, and what gain they 
have met with t Robbers, of Manflaughters j 
theeves, of theft; and fornicators, of their 
whores. All thefe phaniafies and vifions the 
Spirit of the night produceth andbringeth unto 
them, whereby he playeth with them in the 
night, and deludeth and tempteth them: Such 
things are kindled in the blood, ( aUm ) the un¬ 
demanding,and begerteth fu h a fire, which can¬ 
not eafily be exringuifhed, which for the mod 
part may be feen in the venereous family. 

Many wonderful Arts and Sciences alfo have 
feemed to be made appeare to Andfts in their 
breams: the real'cn whereof hath been, becaufe 

they 
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they have always had an ardent affe&ion tothofe 
Arts: fo powerful an imagination thereof, hath 
for the mod part followed Lhe lame, that they 
have fuppofed in their dreames, that lortie Phi- 
lolopher hath taught them thefe Arts :this often¬ 
times happeneth,but the greated part perifheth 
in oblivion : iome rifing early in the morning,fay, 
This night a wonderful dreame appeared to me, 
even as that Mercury, or this or that Philofo- 
pher corporally appeared unto me in a dreame, 
who taugh't me this ot that Art; but it is fallen 
out of. my memory, fo that I cannot remember 
any more thereof. To whom any fiich thing hath 
happened, he ought not to go forth out of his 
chamber, nor fpeak wich any man,but to feniain 
alone and fad,untill he call to remembrance thac 
which fie had forgotten. And thus much is fuf- 
ficienc to be fpoken concerning natural dreams, 
and vifions appearing in the night in dreames of 
what belongeth thereunto: But for the condu- 
fion of fuch kinde of vifions , one thing is 
yet to be declaredjthatamongd all thofe dreams 
that do rejoyce our Spirit-, grieve us, or caufe 
forrow, commonly that which is the contrary . 
comech to pafs: wherefore fuch like kinde of vifi¬ 
ons are not alwaves to be credired. 

Buc the other dreames which are fupetriatu* 
'ral, are mod certain Ambafladofs, and true Le- 
gat s & meffenjers lent unto us from God,which 
are nothing elfebut Angels and Good Spirits, 
who lometimes do appeare to Us in ouf created 
neceffuies : Even as it happened to the three 
wife man when they had come a great Journey 
Ei to 



4-8 Paracelfus of 

o feeke the young infant 3 after they had found 
him,they would have returned to Herod , to tell 
him where the child was , and how they found 
him: but the Angel of the Lord appeared unto 
them in a dreame,faying , Do not return to him, 
but return into your own Country another way. For 
God knew the falfe heart of Herod , from which 
he fpoke, wherefore he would not fuffer his will 
to be performed. The like dreame happened 
to Jofeph and Jacob, when he would go into 
dEgypt: the fame in like manner happened to A- 
namAs , (Jo melius, and many others ; all whofe 
dreams are fupernaturakfuch dreams do fomtimes 
alfo happen to men in our times,but they are no¬ 
thing eiieemed,ver neverthelefs they are not fal- 
lacious.We are likewife to know that thele kinde 
of vidons may be obtained by us by prayer from 
cur Lord God,in our greateft neceflities, fo that 
our prayers be made with a Sincere heart , and 
witii a true and undoubted faith, then he will at 
length lend his Angel unto us,who will appeare 
unto us, and Ipiritually admonifh, teach, and 
protr.ife us. 

'Balaam was moft expert in thefe kinde of vi» 
fions:for every night, as often as he would, he 
could obtain a viaon of this kinde: yet the Scrip¬ 
ture hath given him an obfcure name, to wit, an 
Inchanter: it is noc expedient to make any dif¬ 
ference, for the Scripture obfervetb no differ¬ 
ence herein, bur calleth all them Inchanters who 
ha .-e experienc e and knowledge in the vertues of 
natural things; neverthelefs, great difcretion 
is to be ul'ed in thefe things; God would have 

us 
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usto Walkein fimplicicy, as the Apoftles dic£ 
and not to fearch too deeply into Ciicia high , ab- 
ftrufe, and lecret things above nature; rhat we 
fail not into the abule thereof, and therewith 
hurt our neighbour : and fo come into condem¬ 
nation both of body and ioule. They are not 
therefore all Inchanters which the Scripture’call- : 
cth fo: for then it would follow that thole three 
wile men of the Eaf,( hould be Arch-Inchanters; 
when as in all Arts , el'peciallyin fuch as were 
lupernatural, they excelled all others before 
their time: therefore that the Scriptures do net 
call them Inchanters, but wife men ; what elfe 
can be gathered from them, bur that they did in 
no wile abufe their Arts and occult wifdome? 
For Magicke is luch an Art and fcience which 
aemonllrateth and declareth the power and vir- 
ture thereof by faithmevercbelefs Inchantinencs 
may lpring from thence, to wit, when it is ufed 
abufively ; and before, it cannot be called an In- 
chantmcnt. 

But that I may fpeake more largely of vifions in 
dreams;it is to be known,thac fome have been fo 
ipiritually lifted up to God in a dream, that they 
have feen his glory and the joy of the eie<ft, and 
thepunifhment of the damnedjvvhich they could 
ftever afterwards forget, but have carried the 
lame in their hearts and mindes until the end of 
their life ; It is poflible, I fay, for us to Ice all 
thele things in a fpiritual mannenwhen we feeke 
for and implore the mercy of God, with a true 
faith and prayer, we may behold all rbe Myflcryes 
of God very well^s Efitiae 8c John : Thele kinde

ofvifionsare certain and true; to which more 
faith is to be given,then to all the precepts in Ni- 
gromancy by looking-Giafles, Chriftals , Beryls* 
nailes of the fingers, ftones,waters, and the like ; 
for all thefe are faife and fallacious; and although 
fuch Spirits do fometime fpeake in l'uch appear¬ 
ances, and anfwer, and do affertthe i'amewich 
an hundred Oaths, with ere&ion of the fingers; 
yet we are not alway to give faith or credit un¬ 
to them, unh-fs perchance it be done out of the 
fpecial command of God: othcrwife they cannot 
poifibly fpeake truth of all vifiens,which we have 
fpoken of; thofe Prophefies do come from a true 
original,which do agree with all the Prophets. 
From whence had the Prophets their wil'dome 
and knowledge, and from whence were thofe 
Myfteries of God revealed unto them, by which 
they had thofe Spiritual and fupernatural vifions 
in dreams? It is neceffary therefore, in the firfi 
place,to the finde our the true foundation there¬ 
of, and to lay the fame upon the right hone , 
which is the word of God and his promiles ; and 
to pray daily unto God ; whereby it fhaH cciyie 
to pafs that he will give us all things which he 
hath promifedin his word, 

There is alfo another vificn belonging to 
dreamy which we may take from them that are 
rf^d; and do appear fpiritoaliy unto us in 
cist, m’, although they have been dead fifty or 
hundred, vears: thjs is very much to be taken 
vo c "fidera ir-n ; for many have undertaken 
i 5 'r^ar ; :t re-'f, whiih for their coo much pro- 
-.•iVfi fvvl.id. yvc endeavour to avoid) we wij| 



pafs them bv, referring them to their place: 
Never* helefs’this I will declare, (viz,.) Where 
ithappenech that one of thefe Ghofis do ap- 
peare, it is moft neceflary diligently to note and 
marke what hefhewethunto us, what he fpeak- 
eth with us about, or doth fpiritually Negotiate; 
and not always to account thereof as fables; For 
if it were poflibie for a man toretaine the fame 
reafon fleeping, which he hath waking, that he 
could aske and enquire of fuch a Spirit, he 
flhould know the truth from him, about all his 
defires whatfoever : B. t it’s noc needful to 
fpeake any more largely in this place concerning 
this thing. 


Of Per forts And Spirits wandring under the 
Barth. 

U Nder the Earth do wander half-men, which 
poffels all temporal things, which they 
want or are delighted with ; they are Vulgarly 
called Grtomi, or Inhabiters of the Mountains: 
but by their proper name,they are called Sylphes 
or Pigmies: They are not Spirits, as others are, 
but are compared unto them, for the Similitude 
of their Arts and Induftry, which are common to 
them with the Spirits : they have flefh and blood 
as men, which no real Spirit hath:as Chrilt fpoke 
unto bis Difciples,when he came amongft them, 
when the doores were fhut, and they were af- 
fraid, faying 9 Feeleme,a>tA touch me 9 for a Spirit 

E 4 hath 
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hath not fe(h and blood nor bones , at 1 have.' By 
this he himlelf hath taught u, that a Spirit hath 
no nue body that can be touched ; nor bones, 
nor flefli, nor blood, but exitleih in its own 
eflenceof winde or Aire. But of this we have 
briefly fpoken enough ; But to returnto the 
earthly c iPigmies or halfe-men, we are to know 
that thefe are not tobe reputed Spirits,but like 
to Spirits '; but if they are or fnall be called 
Spirits, they ought to be called earthly Spirits, 
becaufe they have their Chaos and habitation un¬ 
der the earth, and not in the winde and Aire, 
as the other Spirits have. 

Many terrene earthly Spirits are found , feen, 
and heard to be in iuch places, wherein great 
treafures, and mighty iloreof wealth and Riches 
are hid j and alio under thole Mountains, where 
there is plenty of Gold and Silver ; with which 
things they are delighted, and do take the care 
and cuflody thereof, and not willingly do they 
part from it. 

Such as digge Metals have the beft knowledge 
of thefeSpirits,for they aremoft troubled with 
them,and do vexe them, and much perfecute 
them with blowes and Itripes: fomtitnes alfo 
they do afford benefits unto them, admonilhing 
them,and warning them of death : as when they 
are heard r,nce,tvvice,ihiice orofrenertoKnock 
and ftrike in the fame place, it fignifies the death 
of him that diggeth or laboureth in that place ; 
either he is buryed up by the fall of the Moun¬ 
tain’, pr dyeth by lbme fueh occafion: this is cer¬ 
tainly experienced by them that do digge in 
Mines. •• • Thefe 
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Thefe Spirits are worft again!! thofe who do 
not appear to be Devils , and chiefly againft 
thofe which they hate: but between thefe Spirits 
and the Devil, there is a great difference ; be¬ 
caufe he dyeth noc , but thefe perilh after they 
have lived a long life, otherwile they might be 
called Spirits for this reaicn:but that which hath 
flefli and blood , is obnoxious to death , and 
ought once to die. There is another thing which 
we Ihall more largely declare from the com¬ 
mon proverb , whereby it is reported that the 
Devil aboundeth in Riches, and pofifeffeth much 
wealth,money, gold,and filver; and to have all 
treafures hidden in the earth under his power, 
and to give out of them what he will, to them 
that make any Covenant with him. And from 
henc'-that common faying tooke its beginning, 
that the Devil for this very caufe giveth not one- 
ly Riches plentifully, and every thing that he de- 
fireth, gold or filver to any one that preferibeth 
himfelf unto him,& giveth up himlelf lolely to be 
liis,fo as to renounce and forget his Creator.But I 
fay that all thefe things are lyes and fained fables, 
without any foundation cr ground; which ought 
to be rejefied of every dilcreet and wiiemamFor 
the devil is the pooreft of all creatures, lo that 
1 there is no creature fo miferable & poore, above 
or under the earth,or in all the other Elements. 
Neither hath he any mon&y,nor Riches, nor any 
power over them;how then can he give to this or 
that perfon,thar which he pcffefleth not ? But he 
is infinitely skilful and cunning inArts; and hath 
power to give and to teach them to thofe he 
• favor- 
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favoreth, and that he can wreft away and delude 
with his deceit: he hath no money, neither gold 
nor filver can he give to any one; neither doth 
he ever take or require any bonds or obligati¬ 
ons from men fealed with their blood, or any o- 
ther compact or Covenant. But there are other 
Spirits which do iuch things, fuch as are the Sjl- 
or which although they are perlbns 

that are little by nature, yet they can appear to 
men as they will,great,or little ; faire,deformed; 
rich or poore: they are not defe&ive nor want¬ 
ing of know ledge in all kinde of Arts that are or 
can be found out in all, the light of nature; but 
they have them, and contain the knowledge of 
them all within themfelves; they have enough 
of gold and fiver, and the mines of all Metals 
under their power and cuftody. In old times 
many of them have been found and heard a- 
mongft men, but now they ceafe; but no man 
hitherto hath known, or could give a reafon of 
their fevering and reparation,feeing they have al- 
wayes been efteemed to be Immortal creatures; 
becaufe no man could certainly be able to know 
or finde out their death, or could confider any 
caufe of their abfence : neither could any man 
for a long time be able to know what they now 
are, or whence they proceeded, or whither they 
wander, or what gift or office they have. Many 
do luppofe that where they bring any benefits or 
good to men, thatthey are Angels, or good and 
familiar Spirits, fent to thofe men from God, 
and are afterwards by him taken from them, by 
reafon of thegreatnefs of their fins : for often¬ 
times 
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times they bring to men very many good .offices 
j and benefits, and do undertake and i'uftaine 
jl many hard labours for them, 
t Others believe that they will not be feen by 

| us, becaufe that when a man feeth them, he cry- 
eth out; fo that they vanifh away, and will not 
appear any more. 

i Many that do fee or hear thefe Spirits, fuppofe 

j that-they are the Spirits and foules of men that 
| have come to an evil death, fo that they have ei¬ 
ther defperately drowned or hanged themfelves, 
r or killed themfelves fome other wayes; and de- 
; parting from God their Saviour, have given 
themfelves to the devil: and for that caufe, do 
wander about,and are reftrved by the devil unto 
the day of the laft Judgement. 

There have been iome who have fuppofed 
that they are vaipe Phantafies,and that they have 
fore-fhown and prelaged much good fortune 
to thofe places wherein they have been feen or 
j j /• heard; which many times alfo hath fo happened 
|' and come to pafs: but for the mod part, faith ef- 

j fe&eth it j for of their own nature, they do nor 

j ( bring any fortune, unlefs God compelleth them 

| or our faith. And on the contrary, they are not 

j able to caufe any misfortune, unlefs it be by the 

I ( permiffion of God. 

’ And many do thinke that they are the In- 

chantments of the Magicians. 

There are others who having feen and heard 
them about treafures, have judged that they are 
the Spirits of men,who have hid treafures in that 
place, and ought to remain there until the the 
! -' Lali 
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tart Judgement, or untiil their cuftody thereof 
is found out ; and this opinion they receive 
from the words of Chrift, where he faith, Where 
your treasure is, there will your hearts be aifo. 
Bnt I do not fee any real'on why they fhould un- 
derftand the heart for the Spirit, but that there 
is much difference between them; wherefore I 
fay that all the judgements which are lpoken of 
before, are but falfe opinions, when as thefe are 
to be underftood to be halfe-men,that bear rule 
and wander in the four Elements;and in the firlt 
and priftine times of nature,they have beentaken 
and worlhipped in (read of God: Thefe are they 
of whom God Almighty admonilheth us in that 
Commandment of the fir it Table, faying, that 
we (hall not have any other Gods but him, nei¬ 
ther in the waters ( where the Nymphs are un¬ 
derftood) nor under the Earth, (by which he 
meaneth Sylphes or ‘Pygmies) For the Lord our 
God is a jealous God , and forfuch an offence 
punifheth the fins of the Fathers nponthe Chil¬ 
dren unto the third and fourth generation. 

The Mountain of Venus in I:aly , was much 
poffefled with theie Spirits - for Venus her lelf was 
a Nymph , ant! that Mountain was by a compari- 
fon as her Kingdcme and Paradice: But (he is 
dead, whereby her Kingdome ceafeth to be: but 
where or in what place is there any mention 
heard to be made of them, as in former time, 
whenDanhan ferns , and many others entred in 
unto them ? Neither did they Invent thefe 
fables: they were of iuch a nature and conditi¬ 
on, that they loved all men that loved them; 



and hated them that hated themrwherefore they 
gave A rts and Riches in abundance, to them 
who prelcribed and bound themfelves to them ; 
and they know both our minds and thoughts, 
whereby it comes to pafs, that they are eafily 
moved by us to come to us. I do not fay this, 
that I would give this Counlel to any one, but 
that the true ground and foundation thereof 
might be known, and the true difference which 
is between the devil and thefe Semi - homines. 
The devil hath not any body, unlefs he take any 
thing to himfelf from the four Elements j for he 
hath neither flefh nor blood: he remaineth per¬ 
petual , not fubjeft to any infirmities cr a finite 
death ; wherefore he dieth not, bnt the Pygmies 
do: neverthelefs they are both fubjeft to a na¬ 
tural and everlading death , and are both de¬ 
prived of everlafting life: wherefore whofoever 
giveth or fubferibeth himlelf unto them, the fame 
event happeneth unto him as to them: Let every 
one therefore have a fpecial care unto himfelf, 
and confider well what he doth, before he fub- 
lcribeth himfelf; for he iuddenly doth that 
whereby he fhalL alwayes be compelled to be 
obedient unto them, and to fulfill all their com¬ 
mands ; And if he fhall chance to be difobe’di- 
ent unto them, or anger them, they very much 
impaire,or totally deftroy and take away his life: 
there have been found many examples of this 
kinde, to wit,fometimes men have been found 
dead, their neckes turned about, or otherwife 
miferably handled: where any fuch thing hath 
happened, it hath hitherto commonly beenfaid, 
• that 
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that the Devil hath done this for this caufe,eilher 
that the man hath no kept his promife and com- 
pa£t with him, or that the time which he cove¬ 
nanted and I'ubfcribed himfelf unto him for,is ex¬ 
pired ;and that now he receiveth his laft reward. 
But thele opinions do not proceed from the 
fountaine of truth : for the office of the Devil 
containeth no fuch thing in his power, but ra¬ 
ther he fuggedeth unto men, evil thoughts and 
Cogitations, whereby he draweth them away 
from obeying the will and commandments of 
God; by which means he maketh them to be the 
greated tinners, and to forget and deny God 
their Creator: and afterwards draweth them 


into delpaire, fothat they cannot anymore be 
able to pray unto God: wherefore the Elemen¬ 
tary Spirits are mod like unto the devil,and often¬ 
times they are executioners of the wrath and 
vengeance of God; nevertheless they do often¬ 
times alfo admonilli and warne us, and do watch 
over us and defend us from many dangers, and 
Sometimes do deliver Come from prifon, and af¬ 
ford to men many other helps. 

Wherefore l'uch men as are burdened and o- 
verwhelmed with grief and forrowful Imagina¬ 
tions, are not to be left alone, but ought to be 
entertained with various and pleafant difcourfe, 
which may delight their mindes, and expel their 
jbrrow:The Devils likewifeare in thefe cafes noc 
idle;but as bufie as thofe terrene Spirits,8c do eafi- 
iy tempt fuch kinde of men. From hence ir comes 
topafs,that lome people, eipecialty women in 
child-bed,have been fo oppreffed in the night in 
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their fleepe, that they have thought themfelves 
to be as it were Urangled, neither could they 
poffibly cry out, or call any htlpe, but in the 
Morning have reported that they were Ridden 
by a hag s And they are lull accounted to be 
witches, or Inchanters that do this; whereas 
their bodies cannot poffibly enrer into the 
chambers,where the docres and Windowes are 
fhut;but the Sylfhes and Nymp'es eafily can. 

O thou of little faith! as doubtful as *Petcr y 
who fuffereft thy l’elf to be tolled with every 
Winde, and art eafily drowned: thou t hy felf art 
the caufe hereof, by reafon of thy llrtle,duMous, 
and weake faith; alio thy evil thoughts do chaw 
thee unto this: Thou hall alfo in thy felf a fe- 
cretMagnes that attra&eth every like. This is 
theCeleftial Load-Hone above all ethers, which 
attra&eth Iron and Heel,above the Quimefience 
and llarry Magnes,which maketh the dejecled 
and hidden Iron to appear:for the Celeftial Mag¬ 
nes is of fuch power and virtue, that from the 
dillance of a hundred thoufand miles, even from 
any place whatfoever, from the four Elements, 
he attra&eth the Iron to himfelf,when he pafferh 
into his own exaltation. But this we fhall 
make more largely to appear, in two excellent 
examples following. 
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Of the Imagination , and how the fame cometh into 
it's exaltation, 

\5l7Hat powerful operation the Imagination 
▼ V f, at h ? and how the fame cometh to its hight 
and exaltation,may be feen by an example taken 
from experience in the time of peftilence,where¬ 
in the! Imagination poyfoneth more then any 
infc&ed A ire; and againft which, ho Antidote, 
neither of Mithridate nor Treacle, nor any fuch 
.prelervative,can exhibit anyhelpe ; unlef, that 
fuch an Imaginai icn do pats away and be forgot¬ 
ten,.nothing elfe will helpe. So quick and fwift 
a Runner and Meflenger is the Imagination* 
that it doth notonely fly out of one houie into 
another, out of one Areete into another,but alto. 
moft fwiftly paffeth from one City and Country 
into another; to that by the Imagination onely 
of one perfon , the Peftilence may come into 
fome whole City or Country , and kill many 
thoufands of men; as may be underAood by 
this example. Putcafethere were two brethren 
dearly loving one another, and one of them lives 
in France and the other travels into Italy ,who - 
is taken away by the Petiilence in the middle ; 
way, andnewes fhould be brought to the bro¬ 
ther living in Trance , that his brother in Italy 
was dead of the Plague; at which he being af¬ 
frighted, it pierceth through his Skin , into his 
Imagination,fo that he cannot forget it 5 and it is 
0 ’ kindled 4 
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kindled in him, and this fire doth fo long rever¬ 
berate and worke, as it may be leen in the try 
al of Gold and Silver, which do fend forth rheit 
flowers l'olorg, until they fhine bright again ; 
which is not before they are perfe&ly clears,and 
Separated from the other impure Metals: After 
the fame manner alfo the Imagination flriketh 
backe, and worketh it felf unto the higheft de¬ 
gree, after there will be a relucency thereof, 
now it is received in a vcflel in the man , as the 
■ fperme of a man is received in the Matrix of 
the woman, whereby the conception of the wo¬ 
man immediately follows.So doth the Peftilence 
go from one to another, fo long till it fpread o* 
ver a whole City or Country: Ir is good there¬ 
fore to keep far cff; not becaufe of any corrupt 
or infe&ed Aire, for it infers not the Aire, ( as 
fome Ignorant people fay ) but that they may 
not fee or heare the operations of the Peftilence, 
which may infeff their mindes. But thofe peo¬ 
ple to whom any fuch nevves is reported as be- 
forefaid, ought not to be left alone , neither 
muft they be i'uffered to mufe filently with them- 
fclves, whereby the imagination may labour in 
their mindes ; but they are to be comforted* 
and the Imagination is to be expelled from their 
mindes, by exciting them to mirth and joy i 
t Neither let any think that I fpeak this as a fable, 
as though it fhould feem to be a light bufineis; 
neither is the remedy fo eafie for oppreft Ima¬ 
ginations; for the Imagination is as it were pitch,; 
which eafily cleaverh and fticketh, and foone 
taketh fire, which being kindled,is not fo eafily 
F extin- 
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extinguiflied : wherefore the onely remedy to 
refill the Pellilence in fuch men , is to quench 
and expel the force of the Imagination. This is 
one example wherein the power and operation 
of the Imagination is declared, with the exhala¬ 
tion i thereof. 

But now ro ipeake of another example,know, 
that the Imagination doth not onely operate on 
men in time of .Peflilence, and to deprive many 
of their lives, but all'oin war: how many have 
perifhed in war with the feare of the (hot ? the 
caule of whole death hath been onely their Ima¬ 
gination which they have had unto their death: 
That is, they have been fo greatly overwhelmed 
with feare, and fo terrified at every fhot, that 
they have thought no otherwile but that they 
fhould be wounded with every dart: fuch men 
are far oftnerilaine then thole that are bold, 
whogocouragioufiy ard without feare againft 
their enemies 5 they feare no fhot or wound, 
but have a firm faith and hope of Viflory be¬ 
yond the other Souldiers; Inch are flout and 
true Souldiers: how many Towers, Cables, Ci- 
tyes and Countryes have luch warred againft, 
and overcome and Vanquifhed the people there - 
of? But the other that are fearful, whether they 
be great or little. Noble or Ignoble, Knights, 
Earls,or others, doicarce delcrvea halic-peny 
*o go againft an enemy,, much lefs any wages. 
Wherefore it becometh him thac.defireth to be' 
an old Souldier,or to gain Knight-hood or any 
honour in war, to fix and fallen hisminde and 
Imagination firmly upon fome molt excellent 
- ; v • S ftoilC 
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flout Head and leader of an Army, fuch as Julius 
Cafar,ttr\d many amongft the Romans have been ; 
and by fo doing,if he know how to ui’ethis Ima¬ 
gination well, and be of a firm and conftahc 
minde, and as he if would attain to and accom- 
plifh all the heroick noble acts of fuch a man; 
he fljall not onely attain to be an old Souldier, 
but fhall accomplifh his defires in attaining to 
the like honours. 

This hath iuddenly happened to many Who- 
have followed the procets of their Imagination, 
fo that they have attained to great honour and 
Riches. 

Obje<fl. But fome may Objetl, that fortune, 
frength and induflry hath helped them, and promo¬ 
ted fuch men ; alfo , that fome have ivcrne herbs, 
rooies and foxes, See. by reafon of the virtue where¬ 
of, they could not be overcome nor wounded. 

Anfw. I fay that all thefe things are conforts 
and helpers with the Imagination, which is the 
chiefe and general ruler over all others ; al¬ 
though I grant that there are many fuch things, 
which do preferve in the greateft necellity a- 
gainft all enemies and their Armes, fo that he 
that wears them,could not be wounded; where¬ 
of I fhall make no mention in this place,but re- 
ferveic to another. Neverthelefs faith is the ex¬ 
altation and confirmation of all thole chings:for 
without faith thefe things and aU fuch like are 
vayne and void of flrength. 
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Of treafure and %Jches hid under the Earth. 

1X7E Hull declarefomthing concerning Trei- 
* * fures hid under the Earth ; and (hew fome 
meanes whereby they are known and gotten. 
And alfo what things, fomtimes evil, and won¬ 
derful, do happen about them. 

The firft thing to be treated of, fhall be the 
fignes whereby they are known, that it may be 
certainly made manifeft, and not out of meere 
opinion onely. 

Note that it cometh to pafs,where fuch places 
are, that there do appear many Phantaimes, and 
fomtimes immoderate ftrangenoifes are heard, 
wherewith they that go out in the night are 
ftruckc with terror and feare; fo that fomtimes 
they are caft into a cold fweate, and their haire 
of their head Hands upright,which for the moft 
part happens on the Sabbath night. Alfo if any 
lights do appear and feem to fall about thofe 
places, and there their light is extinguiflied and 
goeth out; and fomtimes there feeme to be 
great flafhes of wind in their houfc whole the 
treafureis, and where it is hid ; and there are 
feene many vifions and ftringe Phantafies: and 
many 11 range Rumors and noifes are there 
heard. Where fuch things happen, they are 
heard and do {hew themfelves moft commonly 
about the middle time of the night: And the 
caufe of thefe aoifes and fights are > commonly 

that 
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that there is treafure hid, in or about that place, 
neither is there any other reafon thereof to be 
given. Neverthelefs many who have not un- 
derftood thefe things, have had many various 
opinions hereof. 

Some have thought that thefe Phantafies have 
beencauledby the devil, or by fome Inchant- 
ment; or by fome in that houfe who have fome 
workc or famliarity with the Devil, or who have 
given or bound themfelves to the devil, or have 
made fomepromife unto him,whereby it comes 
to pals that that wicked and malignant accufer 
cauferh thefe things to be feene and heard , that 
they might expect the expiration of their dayes, 
which he doth lb much defire fhould be ful¬ 
filled. 

Others do believe, thac fome have been fe- 
cretly died and buryed there; others do thinke 
that fome wicked man hath died in that place, 
whole Spirit hath been forced to wander there¬ 
abouts : and there have been other various and 
fundry opinions. 

But all thefe Judgements are vaine and falfe, 
except onely thofe who conclude that the oc- 
cafion of the noifes arc, that there is treafure 
hid about that place; or thac fometimes when 
the devil hath been driven out of fom body thac 
he hath poflelTed , he hath been permitted to 
ftay about that place: but Where thole noifes are, 
it is a great Teftimony thac there is treafure hid 
there. 

There are two kinds of treafures hid;fome that 
may be found, and fome that cannot be gotten; 

F 3 the 
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the difference whereof is this: fuch is eafieto be 
found, which containeth the Metals of Gold and 
filver, and are fuch kinde as we make, and have 
onely been ufed and handled amongft men: that 
kinde of treafure is not eaiie to be found, which 
is Gold and filver, that is made, coyned,and 
hid by the Nymphes and Sylphes ; which kinde of 
Gold and filver doth fomtimes come to be found 
and uled amongft men, and is b,y the Nymphes 
luddenly again buryed in the earth, and after¬ 
wards cannot eafily be found and gotten again. 

Thefe things are molt worthy our knowledge, 
especially the fignes before fpoken of are molt 
diligently to be noted ; becaufe there are 
Magical Rods, which are deceitful, and are too 
eafily inclinable to bend to any money that is 
let fall or loft. 

There are other viiions alfo which appeare 
in looking-glafles,Chriftals, and fuch like things, 
which Nigromancers that dig treafures do ufes 
but they. are all falle and deceitful ; wherefore 
there is little credit to be given unto them. 

_ We come now to fpeake of the manner of 
digging for treafure, how a time may be taken 
that we may. have a happy progrefs in the dig'* 
ging, which is as followed), Firft,under an in¬ 
fluence of the Moonc or Saturn^ and when the 
Mooyie^ tranfits TaHrtu^Capricome or Virgo , is a 
good time to begin to feeke. or dig after trea¬ 
fure. Neither need you ufe any, other Ceremo¬ 
nies, nor to draw any Circles, or to ufe any In- 
C(ja,ntments whatfoever ;■ onely thofe that dig 
mull be of a.elieerefiiiminde, free and aliern-? 
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- ted from any evil thoughts or cogitations, and 
not to be moved,nor feare any phantafies,vifions, 
or Imaginations of the Spirits: although they 
fhould corporally appeare, yet they are onely 
vxlions. Therefore thole that dig ought todif- 
cour!e,fing,and be cheerefnl, and not to 6e af¬ 
frighted at any thing,but to have a good courage: 
And by no meanes i'oever let them keepe 
filence, as fome perfidious Negromancers have 
taught. 

Now when they come neere to the place 
where the Treafure is,that it is almoft detefted, 
and do heare many noiles; and ftrarge : vifibns 
and horible fights are feene, which oftentimes 
happens to be : It fheweth that the Tygmies and 
Sylphes itt there, who do envy that men fhould 
have thofe treafures ; and will not willin°ly 
part from them, eipecially if it be their owrij or 
luch as they brought thither. Such treafures are 
to be left,if the keepers thereof content nor* 
And although they may be gotren and taken a- 
way as a Robbery from thole keeners, yec 
theie keepers have an Art whereby they can 
change thefe treafures,in this wav gained,into a 
vile and-bafe matter, as into earth,'clay,dung,and 
uch-like things, ( as I have leene by examples:) 
wherefore when any fuch tranfmutations happen, 
we are not therefore todefpairfc inourmindes, 
although we find nothing like either Gold or 
lilver, neither would any one fuppofeany fuch 
thing to be there. We ought therefore to fly to 
the holy Scripture, which l'aith thus , God (hall 
judge the world by fire,* and in the Pfalmes thus, 

F 4 Geld 
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Gold and filver are tryed in the fire, and are. 
found pure and deane : wherefore in anyfuch 
tranfmutations, the fire ought to be the jud^e; 
the proceeding in the tryal thereof, ought 10 be 
after the fame manner, as the refining and ie- 
paratingof minerals and Metals ; And by this 
meanes,it will be forced of neceifity to return 
to the fameeflence which it had before. 

# There is another thing remarkeable in thefe 
kindes of tranfmutations ; for fomtimes the dig¬ 
gers are deluded, and there are found oftentimes 
pots of earth, full of brafs,ridiculous things and 
matter,as bones,egge-ft>ells,pieces of wood, and 
fuch things, which have been buryed there many 
years before. And they that have found the 
fame , have fuppofed it to be the true trealure. 
Gold or Silver, and to have been changed by the 
evil Spirits; which is falfe. For trealure found 
suddenly and unfought for, cannot be changed 
by the Spirits, but remaineth in the fame lub- 
ftance which it had before. Therefore thefe 
things are not to lae accounted a tranfmutation, 
bpt rather a vexation;for fomtime thefe vexers of 
men do bury fuch things, that they which feeke 
afterthe treafure might labour in vaine: There¬ 
fore fuch things are not to be regarded, which 
are of no worth,and may eafily be known by the 
light nefs of their weight; But if they be of a 
heavy and ponderous body, like to a Mineral or 
Mineral fand, there may aq experiment thereof 
be made by fire. • T ” > • 

That we may omit nothing that may conduce 
hereunto, we will adde alfo this objcftion. 

■ • ; • Some 
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Some may aske, How comes it to pafs that Trea¬ 
fure is fomtime eafily found which is not fought 
after ? The caufe whereof we may fuppofe to°be 
this. Thofe Spirits which are the keepers of 
trealures, do beft know the mindes, thoughts, 
and cogitations of men : therefore becaufe 
they know, that men have not any thoughts or 
will to dig or l'eeke after any treafures in fuch 
a place, they give no diligence to keepe the 
lame, neither do they fuipeft it; whereby it 
comes to pafs, that it is eafily taken from them. 
It happeneth to them, as it doth to thole men 
who iuddenly get fome prey from their enemies, 
they not thinking of them, whereby the are eafi¬ 
ly overcome, or lpoiled by them. There are 
two caufes chiefly why trealures are fo greedily 
fought after by men. The firft is the Covetou:- 
nefs of them who thirft after riches; & the other, 
that thofeplaces where the treafures are^night be 
afterwards made habitable,fecure, fafe, and quiet 
from being infeftedor moleftedwith fuch Spi¬ 
rits. For there are at this day many ancient 
houfes and Cattles which are inhabitable, by 
reafon of thefe kinde of Spirits: and the chiefc 
caufe thereof is, that there are great treafures 
hid about thefe places. In thofe places where 
t fuch things happen, it is chiefly neceflary that 
great care be taken in the digging thereabout; 
not fo much for the money and treafure, as that 
the place may again be made quiet and habitable. 
When any one goeth about this workc with 
diligent digging, one of thefe things common¬ 
ly happens ; either the treafure is found, or 
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carried deeper in the earth, or removed by the 
keepers to fome other place ; as vifions in pure 
Chriftals have often fliewn, and as they have 
told the diggers: I now fee many Pygmies, take 
the creature quite away. Credit ought to be 
given hereunto, and the digging to ceafe. 

It is further to be known, by how much the 
greater noifes are heard about the place, and 
fights and vifions feen, by lb much greater the 
treafure is to be judged to be, and neerer to the 
fuperficies of the earth. 


Chap. VIII. 

Of thofe that are pojfejfed of malignant Spirits^ and 
of the Devil. 

' A Fter what manner men are poffeffed and 
X~\. overcome by the Devil, the Apoftle Peter 
largely writeth and declarethuncous: But that 
the words of his admonition may be underftood 
according to the true fence thereof, a little ex- 
pofition is needful: For the Apoitle briefly and 
iummarily comprehendeth the whole matter in 
two words, to wit, fading and prayer : Thde 
feem to be very little and light things at the firft 
fight; neverthelefs they are of very great Mo¬ 
ment, and fignifie very many things, if they be 
confidered rightly and attentively : When 
therefore the Apoftle Peter doth lo earneftly ad- 
tnonilh us, faying, Be ye lbber and watch: for 

your 
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your enemy the Devil goeth about as a raging 
Iion,feeking whom he may devourejAfterwards 
he concludeth, that by faith we may be able to 
■*» refill the Devil } therefore Peter would have us 
to underftand his firft word of Sobriety, fo,as 
if he Ihould fay. Beware of all kinde of glut¬ 
tony and drunkennefs. 

For drunkennels is the fountain and original 
of all evils and vices, which are a&ed and com- 
pleated by drunkards through the perfwafions of 
- the Devil: wherefore oblerve a mean in meat 
anddrinke, left your hearts be troubled and bur¬ 
dened therewith ; for the Devil is alway pre- 
fent, although invifible; he is a Spirit,and unaer- 
ftandech all Arcs, and can be in what place he 
will,throughout the Circuit of the whole earth: 
he is the author and Adtor of all evil and wick- 
ednefs which is done by men in the whole earth; 
he is as watchful over mankinde,as a Car is over a 
moufe : wherefore he leducethyou unawares, 
when you have filled your lelves with wine ; and 
then fillech up all vices in you: he then compaf- 
fcth you about with his fnares and bonds, as the 
hang - man doth evil-doers and malefa&ors, un¬ 
till he hath killed them; fo alfo doth he with 
" thofe that are drunke; befieging them with 
fnares and Temptations, untill he either hath 
3 deftroyed their bodyes, or brought them into 
I defpair. 

> Take heed to your felves therefore,Oh you Epi- 
I cures and drunkards,and alfo Souldiers, who are 
. always filled with wine night and day. Therefore 
i a fouldier that fo overchargeth himfclf with meat

erdrinke, ought to be accounted brutifh tt 
fwine, feeing both of them are Ignorant and un* 
certain of the time of their death, or how foonc 
they may be flaine. 

This is the meaning of the firft, word of St. 
Peter of Sobernefsrnow we come to underftand 
what he meaneth by watching. 

By watching Peter feemeth to underfland, as if 
he (hould fay, Walkein uprightnefs and juttice; 
be of good courage, not faint-hearted; aft away 
all evil thoughts and cogitations, and aft- Phan- 
tafies of the Devil, that i’uch Imaginations may 
not have any place with you; For hereby many 
have been overwhelmed and befieged by the de¬ 
vil, thereafon whereof hath been their own 
wicked and evil thoughts and Imaginations. 
Therefore relinquilh and call them all away, and 
have God always before your eyes ; pray unto 
him, and let him be onely in your thoughts; 
make your felves like unto him and his children , 
and then he will fend you his holy Spirit, who 
will guard you, rule you, and declare the won¬ 
derful workes of his mercy by you, as he hath 
done by Paul and all the other Apoftles, who 
have been all after this manner preferved by his 
holy Spirit; follow them therefore,and exclude 
and caft away the Devil and all evil cogitations, 
and wicked thoughts, wherewith we may alfo 
feduce and deceive our felves, and thereby at- 
tradl and draw the devil into us , and be cor¬ 
porally befieged and pofleffed by him , and fo 
come into defperation ,that we may deftroy our 
own lives; even as did judas, Achitophel, and 
many others. Thus 
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Thus much of watching,& the interpretation 
thereof,which Peter would have to be underflood 
thereby. For by watching he doth not mean ab- 
r ttinence from the bed and fleep, as the CmhuJI- 
mhs and other Monafitrits do teach and obferve; 
for God created and ordained reft and fleepc, 
and firft fuffered it to enter into Adam. Where¬ 
fore every one ought to fleepe in due fcafon, as 
much as his nature requireth, &c. 

Laftly, note how Peter concluded) and con- 
firmeth his word from God, faying. Let us re- 
a lift the devil by faith; as if he (hould fay , Do 
I not in any wife fticke or ttumble at the word of 
God, or doubt of his mercy; do you not burden 
your confcience , nor trouble your hearts; do 
not perfwade youc felves thitGod regardeth you 
not, or that he is forgetful of you; or that he 
accounteth you unworthy of his mercy, fo that 
r you ought not to come unto him, bccaufe you 
have a&ed againft his Divine will, or have 
broken his commandments, and committed 
many fins : But rather,hrmly believe hi* word, 
that Chrift would not the death of a (inner, but 
rather that he {hould be converted, and 
live: Alfo, that he came into the world bccaufe 
- of our fins, that he might take them from us up- 
|' ©n himfelf; which alfo he hath done: there are 
[ fnany fudi comfortable words to be found in the 
f Holy Scriptures, which ought to be propofed to 
| iiich perfons as are weake in their faith, for their 

comfort and confolation: After this manner a 
man refifteth an evil confcience and the Devil, 
t fo that he is freed from them, and not tempted 
any more, of 
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y Chap. IX. 

Of the manner ef delivering then* that are poffefi 
by evil SptritSj and the great abufe which hither¬ 
to hath been committed by many , in fnch kinde 
of bnfinefs. 

N OW to come to fpeake of the driving away 
of evil Spirits; it is to be known, that very 
few fince the times of Chrift and his Apoftles 
have rightly been driven away. For they knew 
not how to uieany other meanes but Ceremo- 
nyes and-Conjurations, wherewith they en¬ 
deavored to expel the malignant Spirits and the 
devil j whereas this is altogether a falfe founda¬ 
tion, and by no meanes to be followed or imi¬ 
tated. Although fometimes tome have been 
delivered by this way, and the devil hath been 
driven from them ; neverthelefs it hath not 
been done,neither can it be done without lofs i 
Like as if a Prince would vanquish lome Country 
or City, with the Sword, this he could not pof- 
fibly do without fome apparent damage and lofs 
to that place. A common proverb hereby com- 
eth to minde, which faith. That he that cannot 
get good words from good men, fhai' much Iefs 
wreft them from evil men, although they be 
compelled by forcerthemore evil is to be feared, 
as by examples is too often teen to come to pafs. 
Therefore that opinionated power is to be re- 

linquifhed 
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Iinquifhed which is ufed in Ceremonies and 
Conjurations. But you ought to expell wicked 
Spirits as Chrift and his Apoftles did, and no o- 
therway: But if you do otherwile,you under¬ 
take great Labours againft the Devil: for certain¬ 
ly the Devil is forced through great difficulty to 
go out of men,and leeketh all iniquities and wic¬ 
ked occafionsto ttay, and retain them in his 
power. But when he teeth that he can no longer 
ftay,and remain in the poffeffed,but is forced°to 
go out, then he requireth power and licence to 
enter into fome other man, or beaft, or into 
fome other place : which if he be permitted, 
there followeth a greater lofs thereupon. 

Therefore there is no other place to be per¬ 
mitted or affigned unto him, but hell , from 
whence he cometh,and which Gocfcfeath ordain¬ 
ed for him,and caft him intojthat it may not hap¬ 
pen, as we have an example fas we faithfully be¬ 
lieve) when Chrift permitted the devil which he 
caft out of the man, to enter into the herd of 
fwine, which no fooner had the devil emred in¬ 
to them, but they were drowned in the Sea.’ 
Therefore they are in no wife to be peimitted to 
enter into any other men, left fuddenly after 
they deprive them of their lives, as they did 
thefe fwine: Neither are they to be permitted 
£0 go into any Rivers, lakes, or ponds ; which 
if ic fhould be done, they will drown many 
men therein, and draw them inro the deepe un¬ 
der thofe waters;and will deride them as a fool 
doth his mafter with his fingers; and therewith 
the devils are more delighted then beforemeithe? 
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ought they to have any power given them, or to 
their defires to go into any houie or Cattle; for 
they will perpetually poffefs it, and willlbreigne 
there, that no body will any more be able toi 
dwell or inhabit in that place, but they will al- 
way be inhabitable , as many both houfes and 
Cattles are in many Countries, which are left de- 
folate for this very caufe; many whereof I could 
name in this place, but Ipafs them by, to avoyd 
prolixity: let Satan therefore aske what he will, 
where, or to what place he would go, nothing 
elfe ought to be granted to him, then to return 
into hell, which God ordained for him,and thrutt 
him into: from whence'be came into the man, 
and into which he ought to enter when he goeth 


out of the man, See. 

Alfoif the devil fhalleaufe the man to fpeake 
many vaine trifles,we ought not to anfwer there¬ 
unto,or to fpeake much with him: Bucif any 
one will fpeake with him, let him lay , I com¬ 
mand thee, Oh thou unclean Spirit,by the word, 
power and virtue whereby thou were call out by 
Chrift & hisApoftles,that thou go out of this man, 
&c. He is no other way to be conjured; neither 
are thefe words to be taken for a Conjuration,' 
but for an anfwer, by which alone he is not catt 
out: but this is firft to be done, to wit ,to watch 
and pray; for Chrift faith , This kinde is onely 
to be call out by fatting and prayer with faith. 

Wherefore it is chiefly neceflary to induce 
and force fuch as are thus poflett, to prayer; 
though it be very difficult to be done,becaufe the 
devil ft* Ruleth their tongues, that he fufferetn 

them 
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them not to pray : Therefore there mutt be 
prayers made before them; and if they will not 
pray with and after thofe that are praying, they 
mutt be more fharply dealt withali; Thac is to 
fay, the poffeffed mutt be fall bound both his 
hands and feete, and afterwards let fomeo- 
thermanlie acrofs over them , and fhew hiiri- 
felf to be very angry with them, and feverely 
compel them to prayer: but he ought to pray be¬ 
fore them, and to exhort them to pray after him 
the fame words. By this meanes fuch people 
may be induced to pray, when they „ cannot be 
brought to it by any other meanes; which ought 
to be continued day by day,and the devil will go 
out of them and leave them. This fhall fuffice 
to have ipoken concerning the catting out of un- 
cleane and evil Spirits, becaufe I amreftraified 
to ufe brevity in'other places. 


Chap. X. 

Of Temptfls 

T Hat we may now come to fpeakofthe origi¬ 
nal of Tempefts, & how they may be expel¬ 
led away ; Alfo how and by whac meanes any 
one may preferve himfeif and his from Thunder, 
lightning and haile: We fhall declare in the firft 
place , that all Tempefts do proceed from the 
four Capital windes, viz,, the £4/?, South, Weft, 
and North : Then from the Centre of both, 
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that is to fay, of the Aire and Firmament, there 
are no tempefts can arife ; But from the four 
Fountaines before fpoken of, which comes chief¬ 
ly to be confidered. 

Wherefore he that defires to preferve his 
goods, Houfe, Lands, garden, field, meadow, and 
fnch things from all manner of thunder, hade 
and Tempeft ; he ought firft to, know thefe 
things,whereby he may alfo know how to aflimi- 
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late inferiours to Superiours. We will therefore 
in this place briefly declare the original of all 
Tempefts. 

The original of tempefts is certainly nothing 
elfe,but the appearance of Spirits; and lightning 
or corrul'cation preceding , is the prefence of 
them: whereby it may be certainly known,whe¬ 
ther thole tempefts will pafs away with or 
without danger; and that after this manner is to 
be undcrftood ; to wit, as a ftranger will not en¬ 
ter into any ones houle,unlefs firft hefpeake, fa 
thefe Spirits do not appeare unto us withouc 
fpeaking firft .But their voice is thunder,which as 
we fee immediately follows every flafhof light¬ 
ning. Alio if a ftranger (hould fuddenly fly into 
thenoufe of another, where he is not known; 
it feems to fignifie no good,but evil rather; either 
he himfelf is prolecuted by others,or elfe brings 
fome damage to them. So likewifeare we to 
underftand of the lightning of heaven; the more 
quick it comes, the more dangerous it is,for com¬ 
monly lome Thunder-bolt followes. It is there¬ 
fore very necefTary to know how every one may 

defend and fave himfelf herefrcm,th« he fall not 
/ into 


t 


t, 
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into fome place that he would not, or receive 
fome other hurt: the Ringing of Bells doavaile 
nothing in thefe cafes ; although I do not reject 
them, efpecially in fuch tempefts as are caufed 
by Magicians inchantments , by reafoii of the 
Spirits by them railed in the Aire. For the Spi¬ 
rits do love filence and quietnefs, whereby it 
comes to pals that great noifes, as the founds of 
bells and Trumpets, do partly diminifh and dif- 
perfe tempefts by them ftirred up : But in 
Thunders and haile they do no good , as the 
Monks and Sacrifices have to their lofs too often 
found. And for this caufe they ufed ceremo¬ 
nies , wherewith they fedvreed the Vulgar and 
common people, perfwading them that bdprink- 
ling places wub holy water (as they call it) pre- 
ferved them fafe from Thunder and haile ; like- 
wife by burning holy candles, or fome palme, 
t >r other herb by them fan£Hfied,or with the per¬ 
fume of Frankincenfe,or Myrrheof thefe facrifi- 
ccrs they were preferved fecure. 

O thou foolj and unwife facrificer and Monk, 
who art hitherto Ignorant of thele things; and 
underftandeft them not, in this place thou mayft 
be taught the contrary ;how rhatMaligoantSpirits 
arc not driven away with fweet perfumes, but 
( are mightily delighted therwith, and do run more 
freely & fwifely to them,then to ftinking fmells; • 
whether they oe good Spirits or evil. But if in 
ftead of Frankincenle ana Myrrhe,vou had taught 
to have made a fumigation of esijfa Fetida , yon 
might therewith drive away both good and evil 
Spirits : For the good odour of Frankincenfe 
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and Myrrh is nothing elfe but the facrifice of the 
Spirits, wherewith we attraft and draw them 
unto us. But of this we have fpoken enough. 

Now to return to that which we intended to 
write of-and firft,how any place may be preferved 
from Thunder and haile: note therefore, that to 
place a prefervative in the centre of a houfe, gar¬ 
den, or field, &c. availeth not at all; but at the 
four Angles, Eaft, Weft, South, and North j then 
the place (hall be lecured: as a building fet upon 
four Pillars is more ftrong and firmethen that 
which is founded onely upon one , which is fet 
in the middle of the centre, or fome other place: 
this is more eafily overthrown by the winde or 
Spirits. Now the materials which belong to 
this prefervative, and of which thele four pillars 
are made,note that they confift of fimple bodies, 
every one whereof is fufficient,and hath (irength 
and virtue in it i'elf for the effeas before fpoken 
of: As Mugwort, St John's wort, Perewincle, 
Celandine,Rue,Devils bir,and many fuch herbs 
and roots, and efpectally if they be gathered and 
taken in the right influence. 

There are alfo other things of far greater 
firength and venue; as Corai, Azoth 5 and one 
of theCharaaers before fpoken of being drawn 
in a certain table, or ingraven: In thele three 
things is a great fecrec againft all Inchantments 
and workes of witches and the Devil himfelf. 
In which prefervatives we may truftin our great- 
eft neceflities. ' r 
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Of the great abafeof the tMagiche Art by them 
that ufe it for Negromancy and Witch-craft. 

T HeMagicke Art in ic felf, is the moft fecrec 
and occult fcience of all fupernatual things 
- 1 - in the world : That thofe things which are im- 
| poffibleto be fearched out by humane reafons , 
by this Art, to wit, Magick, it may be found ouc 
antHifiown: wherefore it is the moft occult and 
^ fecret wifedom; andreafoning againft it,is no¬ 
thing elfe but extream folly. ~It were therefore 
t very neceflary that the Divines would learn to 

' know fomething of this Art, and be experienced 

m Magick what it is; and not fo unworthily, 
without any ground at all, to call it Witchcraft. 
The Magical fcience were very profitable for 
them to know, feeing they will undertake to be 
• I the Mafters and teachers of the holy Scriptures, 

* and perfwade themfelyes to be fo : Not thac I 

, would have them ufe the Magical Art,or operate 

X any thing by it; but to be expert therein, and to 

4 1 know the virtues and effects thereof, for the 

. highland great myfterious fecrets which are hid¬ 
den in the holy Scriptures, delivered by the A- 
poftles, Prophets, and Ghrifr himfelf 5 and which 
we by our humane reafon cannot underftand nor 
fearch our. 

4 Wh?c Divine that is Igrorant of Magicke, 
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can caft out the Devil, drive away or bindea 
Spirit, or that can call one unto him,and com¬ 
mand him to come ? or that which is far lefs,can 
heheale the fick,or adminifter any other help to 
him by his faith alone?I wil be filent of his remo¬ 
ving a mountain into the Sea. There followeth 
then that faith whereof Chrift fpeaketh, of which 
they underftand neither much nor little: Never- 
thelefs they make a great fhew and profeflion 
thereof with their mouthes, and do teach and 
jfpeake much thereof; but themfelves know not 
how to make proofe thereof, or to give any 
figne thereof, by their faith, whereby it may be 
laid that they underhand this faith, and toiinake 
ufe of it in the proofe thereof. But if any one 
fhould come, who by his faith and Magickc 
fhould perform a good figne, you having not the 
reafon of knowing whether it be good or evil, 
will forthwith call him a Negromancer and 
Witch , becaufe he hath done fomething above 
your reafon and humane wifdom;when you your 
felves cannot tell how to difceraea Negroman- 
cer or Witch, from a Magician. 

Magicke is therefore a moll neceffary and pure 
Art; not defiled nor corrupted with any Cere¬ 
monies or Conjurations, as Nigromancy : For 
in Magicke there is no ufe of Ceremonies, Con- 
fecrations, Conjurations, Bleflings or Curies; 
but of faith alone whereof Chrift (peaks, faying, 
that by it we (hall be able to remove Mountains 
and caft them into the Sea; And to compel,lool>, 
and binde all Spirits: This is the true founda¬ 
tion and Inftrument of Magicke. 
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Truely therefore it is a thing chiefly neceffary 
to looke into this Art, that it be not turned 
into fuperftition and abule, and to the deftruni¬ 
on or damage of men ; and hereby it is made Ni¬ 
gromancy , and Witch-crafc ; and at length , 
not undefervedly, lb called by all men , be¬ 
caufe Witches and Sorcerers have violently in¬ 
truded themfelves into the Magicke Art, like 
Swine broke into a delicate Garden. So is Ma¬ 
gicke corrupted and made Nigromancy by thefe 
perfidious men ; wherefore it hath not unde- 
fervedly been burnt in the fire with thefe Wit¬ 
ches and Sorcerers. For thele kinde of men 
are the moft nocent and hurtful, and the worft e- 
nemiesto mankinde, that they have notworfe 
enemies in all the world, which prol'ecute them 
with a more deadly hatred : from a prefent pub- 
lique enemy, and corporal perfecuter, who en- 
deavoreth to invade us with the moft cruel wea¬ 
pons, Guns, or Darts ; we may beware of fuch 
a one , or take up Arms againft him for our 
defence, with Brigandines or Darts, &c. or elfe 
a man may tarry in his houfe, and keep himfelf, 
fuffering none to enter in but his Friends. But 
of thefe Wicches and Sorcerers, no man can be¬ 
ware or defend himfelf, becaufe againft this kind 
of Enemies of God and men,no Weapons, Coats 
of Mayl or Brigandines will help, no (hutting of 
doors, or locks; for they penetrate through all 
things, and all things are open unto them. And 
if anyone were inclofedin Towers of Iron or 
Brafs, hie would not thereby be fecured from 
thefe enemies; Although in their own proper 
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bodies they feldom bring hurt to anyone, but 
raife up, and fend Spirits unto them, by their cor¬ 
rupt Faith, and hurt them in i'ome part of their 
bodies, although they are abfent from them an 
hundred miles diftancej they either finite,wound, 
or kill them, although no outward and external 
wound can be feen appear: becaufe they cannot 
hurc the outward man, but only the internal fpi- 
nr. Wherefore no Coats of Mayl can defend 
them, be they never fo good; but they mutt put 
on other weapons and fortifications, to wit, the 
Armor of Faith: This is the true way, and then 
let him be clothed with a Linen garment, the 
wrong end turned upwards: and after that hath 
been often worn, thou (halt be more fafely deli¬ 
vered, than if thou were armed and girt with all 
manner of weapons. 

Although there are many prefervacives which 
will keep and defend men from all thefe Fafck 
Rations and Witchcrafts which are wrought by 
the arifing of thefe evil Spirits, luch as are Coral, 
Azoth, and the like, which being ufed according 
to their due ufe and order,will yvell prefervefrotn 
thefe enormities before fpoken of. For the pre¬ 
vention and prefervation from them is eafie, but 
the cure is difficult j neverthelels it is pofiible : 
But in fuch cafes, the proceeding thereunto mutt 
he magical and lupernatural: From thence fprun® 
that faying which fome ufe. That none can better 
help the bewitched, than them that hurt them: 
This is a true faying which cannot be contra- 
tilled ; but they vvhich ufe it, underftand not 
rneCaufe of this thing, neither can they give any 

V reafon 
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reafoa thereof, why Witches dobeft of all, moft 
happily, readily, and furely help, and Cure the

Some Witches make and form Images in 
the form and likenefs of lome man which they 
pro pole to themfelves, and conceive in their own 
minds; and do ftick a nail in the foie of his foot, 

a ?fikf r r I hl ? Q ? anne . r hurt the man, that he in- 
vifibly feeleth the pain of a nail in his foot, and 
is fo tormented therewith, that he is not able to 
go, until the nail is pulled out of the foot of the 
image j which being drawn away, the man is hee¬ 
led: which no nun knoweth better how to do, 
than he that fixed the nail in the Image j nor 
where it was fixed, or what the Caufe of the Difi- 
cafe was. 

It oftentimes alfo cometh to pafs, that after 
the lame manner a nail is fomtimes by thefe wit- 
ches fixed in the teeth of the Image of the man, 
lo that afterwards he cannot take any reft in his 
teeth, unlefs the nail be taken away, or his teeth 
drawn out: In like manner are nails ftruckinto' 
any other members of the Image by thefe arch- 
Sorcerers, and hereby they hurt men without 

thSin° y lrnpreffion or % ne thereof upon 

Oftentimes allb it lo happeneth to men,that 
there arife Tumors in their heads orelfewherea- 
bouc their bodies, which are like Putties; or sky- 
colour fpots, that appear fuddenly and vex men In * 
their bodies, as if they had been beaten with 
knotted Ropes: to whom any fuch accident 

hap- 
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happeneth without anyvifible blow or bruifeto 
be perceived; he will not judge any otherwife, 
but that he is imitten by thefe Images 

It is too often feen to fall out, "that a nun 
fomeumes lofcth an Eye fuddenly, or is 
flrack quite blindfor deaf in one, or both Ears • 
dumb,or fome imperfe&ion in bis fpeech ; croo¬ 
ked, lame, or dieth 5 all which accidents are 
wrought by Witches, through the divine per- 
miffion: All which are Magical acceptions and 
torments, and are nude and completed by the 
Afcendants. 

In thefe Cafes the Bhyfitians ought to take 
need, a»d be advifed, that when they perceive 
luch kinds of Difeafes to be. fupematural , that 
then they do not judge them to be natural Dif- 
eafes, and fo think to Cure them with their com¬ 
mon Apothecaries Medicaments • For thereby 
they will reap nothing bur difgrace, which often 
happens to many of them: It is a crofs (fay they) 
or afHiAmn by God laid upon them, which no 
Phyfitian can help. Oh you Quackfalvers, it is 
not as you think, but indeed it is a chaftifemenr, 
by the permiffion of God, wrought by Witches 
and evil men; wherefore the Phyfitian ought to 
confider the Signs, whereby he may know, and 
judge of theDifeafe • and thereby may inform 
bimfelf which way to effeft the Cure thereof:

mo wonder that people bewitched are thus eafily 
Cured: neither be like the Sophifters of the A- 
cademies, who feoff and deride at fuch things; 
and fay, That they are impollibilities, and againll 
God and Nature, becaufe they are not caught in 
their Schools. 

It follows then, fince they are true, That a 
Phyfitian ought not to reft only in that bare 
knowledge which their Schools teach, but to 
learn of old Women, Egyptians, and fuch-like 
perfons ; for they have greater experience in fuch 
things, than all Academians. 

We come to fpeak alfo of the Dartings and 
Jaculations of all Witches, as the Inchanters and 
Witches do call them 5 when they afflift any man, 
that they infert afhes, hairs, feathers, brittles of 
Hogs, fins of Fifties, and fuch like things into 
the foot, or fome part of the body, without any 
epeningof the skin. 

But how, or after what manner this is done, 
we fhallnot here fpeak of j left if it be known to 
lome, it may be by them made ufe of to do evil j 
wherefore we fliall pafs it over, it being only ne- 
ceffary to write of the manner of the Cure, that 
rhe fame likewife may be effected without 
opening of the skin, and fuch griefs taken away. 
The way and ufe of the Ancients in fuchkinde 
of Cures, is el'pecially to be avoided, who ufed to 
lance the part affefted with Razors, about the 
centre thereof,and that very deep, where there 

are 
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are nohairs,nor any thing elfe to be found ; and 
by that way of proceeding, do affliftjthe Patients 
with mod intolerable torments, as if they were 
racked in the hands of the hangman: for by 
thiskinde of Remedy, very few are Cured, but 
many have thereby loft their lives; Wherefore 
this proceeding is quite to be left, and a better 
to be chofen: which is: Let fome quantity, the 
whole, or half, much or little, of the like injacu- 
lated matter,which may be found and buried ei¬ 
ther in an Elder or Oakland fixed with a wedge 
towards theEaft; which being done,there needs 
not any greater labor, for then that which re-f 
mains rilay be ext rafted from the body, and the 
Cure will follow without ufing any other Reme¬ 
dy : But it will be otherwife, if the extracted 
matter be not placed in a right place; whatsoever 
it be, it caul'eth hurr, and diminilheth not the in- 
jaculated matter. Wherefore it were to be 
wifhed,that it might be extrafted from the body 
of man, without labor or pain, without making 
any incifion, combuftion, or opening thereof: It 
is therefore especially to be noted, that the fame 
ought to be done by the virtue of the Magnes, 
(which attrafteth all bewitched matter to it felfi) 
fuch as is Oak-leaves, Celandine, Azoth, and 
powder of Coral: which if any one of them be 
by hitnfelf bound and faftned about the Centre, 
in 24 hours it will extraft from the body all fuch 
matter, as by any fuch means of Witchcraft is 
injaculated therein. 

I (hall only add this one thing, which is a com¬ 
mon faying, ufed by many to fay, I am an enemy 

to, 
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to, and hate fach Witches and Sorcerersjwhere* 
fore I am fare they cannot hurt me *. And this is 
firmly believed by fach kindeof faichlefsandis- 
fiorant men, that thofe Witches and Sorcerers 
that they hate, can do them no hurt; but only 
fach as they love, and give fomthingto, &c. But 
this is falft: for whofoever they are that are their 
enemies, do alfo give them thereby anoccafion 
to nfe hatred and enmity towards them; and 
from that Spring at laft arifes the Perlecution, 
according to the manner, power, and proprieties 
w the enemies. But if we would refill them 
wat they cannot hurt us,we muft do it by Faith • » 
for that confirms and llrengthens all things, rai- 
feth up, and cafteth down, and performed! all 
things.

only Omnipotent Lord God, who of his 
great Mercy, hath Created all Metals,

Stone, Small* pox, Dropfie, Falling*fick * 
nefs, Phrenzy, Gout, and feveral other 
Difeafes,which for brevities fake I omit to 
mention.

Chnft, our only Savior. 

But if any one ihall obfeCl, that Words 
and Characters have no virtue $ and fay as 
well as others, That they are of no more 
power than a bare Mark, or naked Crofs 
or Signer Alfo, that 3 hath no 

more power in the Greek tongue, than in 
the German, but only fignifics the death 
of a Serpent, or fome fuch thing; Let him 
tell me, who believeth fuch things, from 
whence it comes to pafs, That Serpents in 
Helvetia , or Suevia , do underftand thefe 
Greek words, ofii, efija , ofii 3 fince the 
Greek tongue is not fo vulgar in chofe 
Countries, that venemous worms fliould 
underftand it, or in time learn it ? How 
fliould they come to underftand them, or 
in what Univerfitie have they learned 
them, that as foon as ever they hear thefe 
words, they will immediately flop their 
earcs with their tayles, that they may not 
hear them again? Fornofoonerdothey 
hear thefe words, but immediately they 
lie ftill, contrary to their natures, not hut¬ 
ting,or offering to bite or caft any venome 
at any man 3 and afterwards if they hear 
any man to approach towards them, they 
fuadenly fly into their holes. .

fay. That the noife of the mans voice ef- 
fe&eth it, and that thereby the Serpents 
are terrified and fhipified 5 or that it is 
done by any power in the man * why then 
do they not in the fame manner lie ftill 
when a man maketh a far greater noife, ei¬ 
ther crying out, or difehargeth a Gun, or 
the like i 

Chambers and Seals have likevvife in 
them wonderful virtue, which is not at all 
contrary to nature, nor fuperftitious: Al* 
fo, if you fay that words are of no ef?e&, 
but as the bare voice of men $ 1 fay on the 
contrary, if you write the fame words in 
Parchment, or Paper, in a fele&ed time, 
and put it upon a Serpent that is taken, in 
what manner you will, he will remain and 
lie ftill, as if you had fpoken the fame 
words. 

Neither is it any wonder,tbat Medicines 
can help men not taken into the body, 
but only hanged about the neck as Seals : 
For it is common to the Bladder with 
Camharides, That it turneth his Urine 

into 
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into Blood that holdeth Cantharides 
clofe in bis hand, the Bladder holding the 
Urine, and containing it that it cannot 
pafs out of the Body, the hand being held 
far from the Body. 

“ Some Creatures do retain the fame vir¬ 
tue after they are dead, as I prove by the 
Bird called the Kings Fifher, whofe skin 
being taken off from his carcafe, and being 
dried, and hanged up upon a nail, will caft 
bis feathers many years.and new ones will 
grow again 5 and that not only for one or 
two ycers, but many yeers one after ano¬ 
ther. • '

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For who can deny that in Spring-time, 
efpecially, the Sun penetrateth into the 
moft fecrec places of the earth, giving 
heat and warmth thereunto, when it (bines 
only upon the upper part thereof < From 
whence the roots of all things therein re¬ 
ceive juyee, ftrength, and life? and why 
therefore may not the fplendor of Nature, 
and the influences of the Heavens, Stars, 
Planets, and other means which we ufe to 
extrad out of Metals, Herbs, Scones, and 
fuch like things, give their virtue intothe 
bodies of men, and penetrate into the in¬ 
ner and private members thereof * as into 
the Nervs, Veins, and other internal De- 
feds lurking in the flelh and blopd of 
men, and have been there a long time 
growing.

will be vain and fruitless, but they will 
bring the Patient into a worfe condition t 
for it is mofl: cercain,that Difeafes come to 
men for the moft part from the power and 
influences of the Stars upon the bodies of 
men, yet not fo fuddenly that the fame can J r 

prefently be perceived, like a ftripe, or the 
Falling*ficknefs. But they do encreafe in 
procefs of time by little and little as it were 
a diftillation, as oyl caufeth water to wax 
fat by drops falling into it.

C H A P. I. 

Of the fimmon griefs of the He/tJ, 

He Common Difeafes and Pains 
of the Head are various: Some 
proceed from our own proper 
petulancy, through the excefs 
of meat and drink; ethers come 
from evil vapors attending from 
the Stomach to the Head, ana they proceed fron* 

feveral 
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feveral Caufes, which in this place we intend 
not to treat of; but only of the more grievous 
Difeafes of the Head, which follow. 


Chap.II. 

Of the Falling-Evil • 

T He firft thing to be taken notice of in this 
Difeafe, is the Ggns of the Falling; whe¬ 
ther they happen at certain equal times, months, 
dayes, and hours, and how often; or whether 
they be unequal, happeningat divers times; and 
whether a lictle before they fall, the Patients do 
life to (hake and flagger a little, or whether they 
fall to the ground fuddenly,and unawarestwhich 
being perceived, if they fall at certain times and 
hours, then the Difeafe doth not take them fo 
fuddenly; neither do they prefently fall. But if 
it come at unequal times and hours, the contra¬ 
ry will be feen to happen; to wit, the falling 
eomes upon them unawares. The firft kind, to 
wit, when there is a little (baking and (daggering 
before the fall, is mortal: But if they perceive 
the fall before it come, the Difeafe is accounted 
not to be fo dangerous,but more Curable; which 
proceedeth not from Nature, as the firft ; nor is 
not common therewith, wherforeit lefs weaken- 
ethtThe firft brings Phrenfie,and Madnefs; but 
the other is a falling Difeafe. The Cure of thcfe, 
is thus j 1 
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Firft, Confider in what day, and what hour he 
Fell the laft time, and wiite it: then lee what 
Planet rules that hour; all'o the fign and degree 
of the Patient are to be known. = 

Then theyeersof the Patient are to be num¬ 
bered, and his Sex, which alio keep noted in wri¬ 
ting ;then give this Medicine every day in the 
morning to drink ; which followes, 

Be of the Spirit of Vitriol, Quinteflence of An- 
timony, each y drops. Quinteflence of 
c Pearle- > 4 drops. 

Give all thefe in the morning to the Patient 
to drink in a little draught of Rofe-water, and 
let him faft four hours afterwards: Let him ufe 
this proceeding by the fpace of 2 9 dayes j and in 
the mean time, prepare the Lamen following • 
made after this manner,
